With summer beginning to wind down and autumn on the horizon, the numismatic world again sets its sights on 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and the powerhouse ANA World’s Fair of Money® exhibition. Partnering with the ANA for 
this splendid affair of global importance, we are thrilled to offer a new superb slate of selections that we hope will both 
usher in a new wave of collector enthusiasm for those eager to continue their foray into the world of coins, as well as 
satisfy the diverse and distinctive tastes of our most seasoned collector clientele. 


Opening the sale are two highly desirable decadrachms, including one signed by the famed die engraver, Euainetos. 
Considered the peak of classical numismatic artistry, this massive Fine Style piece features original surfaces with 
deep blue and purple colors. Croesus gold makes a big showing in this sale, with six fantastic “heavy” and “light” 
series staters. Remarkably, across both ancient coin sessions, we are selling 56 aurei—with an almost complete set 
of the 12 Caesars. Accompanying this set are several coins with truly breathtaking portraiture, including a jovial Marc 
Antony with Octavia and a Fine Style Plotina with Matidia, showcasing the dramatic hairstyles that were popular at the 
time. We conclude the ancient coins Platinum session with the extremely rare and Mint State Star, Leo V Solidus; this 
treasure is the first example to come to market since the piece we sold eight years ago. 


As Great Britain's coinage is arguably the bedrock of global numismatics, there is a stunning selection of varied and 
immense British rarities for sale in this auction. Of special note, and likely the premier item in this entire sale, is one 

of the most storied treasures from Britain’s illustrious history of numismatics—the iconic gold sovereign of Henry VII. 
Also represented in the sale are exquisite objects of vertu such as a choice Proof “Una and the Lion” 5 Pounds in Ultra 
Cameo, the sole finest Charles | triple Unite, the highly elusive 1819 Sovereign, and a massive 2 Kilo gold “Una and the 
Lion” commemorative of which the reported mintage is just four. 


Traversing across the English Channel and into mainland Europe, we are welcomed by a robust selection of rare 
Continental curiosities. From France, we have an outstanding gold Essai Piefort 5 Francs of Henri V, from Greece is 
one of the two known 1869 gold Essai 20 Drachmai, and also a Swiss Specimen strike 100 Francs issue. Representing 
another one of the numismatic juggernauts, whose vast array of coinage is always in-demand across the globe, we 
feature a delectable trio of German States gold rarities: the sole finest certified 1661 6 Ducat of Munster, a majestic 
Mint State 8 Ducat of Regensburg, and a glorious City View 6 Ducat from Nurnberg. 


Rounding out the docket of global treasures within this sale is a pair of exceptional rarities, one from South America 
and the other from Asia. The South American selection is a Colombian gem of the utmost importance, a coin that 

can be considered the first machine-made 8 Escudos of its country’s history, the 1755 gold Nuevo Reino product 

that is “milled” as opposed to the older-style cob coinage. The Asian piece, which hails from Japan, a country with an 
incredible numismatic history, is a key date Meiji gold 20 Yen with near-Gem Deep Prooflike surfaces. The combination 
of rarity and preservational excellence on this beauty earmarks the offering as one of the premier highlights of the 
entire sale. 


We look forward to the sale of this wonderful and diverse array of premium material, and we know these stellar pieces 
of art and history will bring their future owners as much (or more!) pleasure as they did to us during the preparation for 
this spectacular sale.

Seltman, in his article “The Engravers of the Akragantine Decadrachms” 
(NC 1948), places the issue of this superb tetradrachm in 411 BC, im- 
mediately prior to the issuance of the famous decadrachms of the same 
city, widely regarded as among the most beautiful coins ever produced. 
Interestingly, while he attributes the decadrachm dies to the engravers 
Myron (obverse) and Polykrates (reverse), who had also engraved a run 
of tetradrachm dies after ca. 413 BC, Seltman assigns the dies for this 
tetradrachm issue to a “lesser engraver” he rather derisively calls “the 
Trier”. We believe Seltman’s eye at least partially fails him here: While 
the two eagles on the reverse certainly lack the elegance found on the 
decadrachms, the obverse chariot, with its lively rearing horses, the fore- 
most looking back at the charioteer, is clearly a precursor to the magnifi- 
cent “flying chariot” on the decadrachms, and is likely the work of the 
same hand. The arrangement of the horses’ heads on this tetradrachm 
die exactly mirrors that of the decadrachm dies, and the way in which 
the fore-hooves of the horses seem to lift off the ground line, as though 
the horse team and chariot are taking flight, again shows a strong affin- 
ity to the decadrachm. Finally, the presence of an upside-down crab as a 
control mark on both denominations strongly points to the same engraver 
being responsible for all the dies in question.

This rare and short-lived issue was minted before the Carthaginians took 
the city in 406 BC, and was likely used to pay the mercenaries who de- 
fended the city against the Punic forces. Contemporary issues were struck 
at Gela, Stiela, and Camarina, before refugees fled toward Syracuse. It 
bears the name of a magistrate which is also found on contemporary tet- 
radrachms (cf. SNG ANS 1000).

Though positioned outside mainland Greece, Syracuse was founded by colonists from central Greece in the Sth century BC, and retained all the trappings 
of Hellenic culture while actively participating in the wider Greek world. For centuries there were conflicts between the original settlers (Gamoroi) and 
the servile class. Matters became complicated when the nearby city of Gela began to pursue an expansionist policy and to intervene in the affairs of its 
neighbors. Gelon, the tyrant of the city, conquered Syracuse in 484 BC, establishing the ‘Deinomenid Tyranny’, named after Gelon ’ father. Gelon fought 
off a Carthaginian incursion of possibly 300,000 men in 480 BC, right around the time Themistocles and the Athenians defeated the Persians at Salamis. 
There are hypotheses that suppose the Persians and Carthaginians were in contact and perhaps even maintained a loose alliance, seeking to crush the 
Greek world in a vast pincer movement of Mediterranean-level proportions. But the Greeks prevailed, defeating both their enemies so soundly that neither 
Persia nor Carthage threatened the Greek world for the rest of the fifth century. 


Gelon s brother Hieron took over the Syracuse-Gela tyranny following the former ’s death in 478 BC. Like his brother, he achieved an important military 
victory over outside invaders that secured the liberty of the Greeks of Magna Graecia: Hieron defeated the Etruscans at Cumae on the Bay of Naples 
in 474 BC. Though probably less decisive than his brother’s triumph over Carthage, the naval battle won him recognition across the Greek world as a 
defender of Hellenic people and freedom. He was a sportsman too, participating in the Olympic Games and emerging victorious in both the horse and 
chariot races. Clearly a guest of importance at the Games, Hieron was the subject of odes by the great Greek poets of the day, including Pindar, Aeschylus, 
and Bacchylides. While at the Olympics, the tyrant of Syracuse also received a helmet for his victory against the Etruscans with an inscription detailing 
the event. The piece now sits in the British Museum. Hieron died in 467 BC, and despite the impressive achievements of him and his brother, the people 
of Syracuse overthrew the Deinomenids and established a democracy which lasted until 405 BC.

The reverse image of Heracles strangling the Nemean Lion is a work of 
great power and pathos, and probably is intended to reflect the ongo- 
ing struggle between Syracuse (Heracles) and Carthage (lion) for control 
of Sicily. Dionysius I had just won a great victory over Carthage in 396 
BC, providing the impetus for this attractive series of gold pieces. The 
engraver has captured the moment of maximum tension, with Heracles 
tightening his grip around the lions neck and mane while it claws desper- 
ately against his legs for escape.

Under the brutal but capable Tyrant Dionysius I (406-367 BC), Syracuse 
had become the wealthiest and most powerful city-state in the Greek world, 
and chose this moment to introduce the most extravagant coins yet seen 
— the stunning series of signed silver decadrachms. These huge, impres- 
sive coins were struck to pay the Greek mercenaries who flooded Sicily 
to fight the expanding power of Carthage. The magnificent decadrachms 
of the master engraver Euainetos have become a paradigm for classical 
beauty in the 24 centuries since their creation. His Arethusa is the very 
ideal of feminine beauty, both human and divine, her hair interwoven with 
a wreath of barley ears symbolizing the agricultural bounty of Sicily. Like- 
wise, the horses pulling his chariot seem to levitate above the ground line, 
perhaps preparing to draw the charioteer into the heavens themselves.

Widely considered to be the most beautiful coins ever struck, the immense 
silver decadrachms of Syracuse from the later fifth century BC represent 
the full flowering of classical Greek sculptural art. Syracuse, the fore- 
most Greek city in Sicily, had produced coins of exceptional beauty for 
nearly a century when, ca. 415 BC, engravers began signing their coin 
dies. Chief among these were the master engravers Kimon and Euainetos, 
whose large silver decadrachms seemed to capture the spirit of the artistic 
and intellectual revolution then sweeping the Greek world. The obverse of 
these pieces depicts a four-horse racing chariot, or quadriga, in full ca- 
reer to left while Nike, goddess of Victory, flies above to crown the driver 
with a laurel wreath. Below this scene is a set of Greek armor offered as 
a prize to the victorious charioteer. The reverse depicts a beautiful head 
of Arethusa, nymph of a sacred spring, with dolphins frolicking around 
her. The decadrachm of Euainetos became a widely-copied archetype for 
Greek coinage, and the master engraver’s head of Arethusa remains a 
paradigm of cool, classical beauty today.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered area of land extending from eastern Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperialism and the rising power 
of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free cities of the Chalcidice banded together in ca. 432 BC to form a defensive coalition called the Chalcidian League, 
with its capital of Olynthus. The silver coinage struck at Olynthus was on the Macedonian standard, somewhat lighter than the Attic standard employed 
by most of Greece, and was legal tender at all cities belonging to the league. The standard design featured a head of Apollo, god of beauty, art, and music, 
with a type of lyre called a cithara on the reverse. The depictions of Apollo on these pieces are remarkable for the strength and beauty of their style. Sadly, 
the Chalcidian League s coinage came to an end with the capture and destruction of Olynthus by King Philip LI of Macedon in ca. 348 BC.

At the beginning of his reign in 336 BC, the Macedonian Kingdom was re- 
portedly in debt to the tune of 500 silver talents (a talent being 6,000 silver 
drachms and a “kings ransom” in earliest Greek times). To give an idea 
of the vast loot his conquests amassed, at Susa alone Alexander seized 
50,000 talents of silver and 40,000 of gold. This huge intake of bullion 
resulted in hitherto unseen denominations such as the gold distater, tar- 
iffed at two staters and ten silver tetradrachms, about 20 days wages for 
a Macedonian soldier during wartime. The distater was likely employed 
to pay off many of Alexander’s veteran soldiers, who were rewarded for 
their labors with the equivalent of a silver talent. With the new denomina- 
tion, a talent could be paid out as 120 gold distaters. Despite their size 
and enormous buying power, gold distaters evidently circulated heavily, 
for most specimens found today display considerable wear and numerous 
contact marks.

Starting out as a Greek trading post on the northern Black Sea coast 
settled by Milesian pioneers in the 7th century BC, Panticapaeum soon 
grew into a thriving city and home to the Spartocid kings - dynastic Greek 
rulers of the Bosporus. The city’s fabulous wealth derived from its fertile 
grain fields and the thriving fishing industry of the northern Black Sea, all 
leading to a rich trade with the cities of mainland Greece and Asia Minor. 
This wealth is attested by its gold coins, which are typically larger and 
weightier than contemporary Greek gold pieces, and depict a wild-eyed 
satyr thought to represent the city’s patron god and namesake, Pan. Here, 
Pan is shown with an expression evoking his role in sowing discord and 
fear (hence the term “panic”) in enemy armies. While categorized as a 
mythological creature today, the griffin depicted on the reverse was very 
real to the Greeks of the Thracian hinterland, where it was thought to live. 
Griffins were said to be highly covetous of gold, a trait carried over into 
medieval conceptions of the dragon.

In his 1887 book on Cyzicene coinage, Greenwell lists this issue as “na- 
ked male figure, with rounded wings and short tail, and the head of a lion” 
and goes further to say “a type perhaps impossible to explain with entire 
satisfaction. The oriental character of the monster is evident, and its oc- 
currence on a coin of Cyzicus may be due to Persian influence.” 


Dr. Imhoof-Blumer, in 1881, described the creature as Fear (Phobos), the 
son of Ares and Aphrodite, and a similar creature is found on a frieze in 
Pergamon. Other cultures with similar artistic influences were the Phoe- 
nicians and Assyrians. Also, there are a number of bas-relief near the 
village of Jasili-Kaia, in ancient Cilicia, which are attributed to the Hit- 
tites, are two winged monster, one a lion-headed man, the other possibly 
a dog-headed man. 


Alternatively, this is, perhaps, a humanized form of Chrysaor, the winged 
boar brother of Pegasus and son of Poseidon and Medusa, or an amal- 
gam of several of the winged mythical creatures all displayed on Cyzicene 
coinage. 


Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of Anatolia, well 
positioned to take advantage of trade across and through the Sea of Mar- 
mara. Its coinage was in more or less continuous production from circa 
550 BC-AD 630, a nearly 1,200 year span unmatched by any other an- 
cient mint. The tunny (tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from mid-6th 
century BC, when the city began striking electrum staters and fractions 
that circulated so widely the generic term for a stater became a cyzicenus. 
The fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus and it is likely 
the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage currency, which carried over 
to become a mint symbol after the invention of coinage in nearby Lydia.

As a trusted general to Lysimachus, Philetaerus was made commander of 
Pergamum and its treasury, in 301 BC. However, within a few years, he 
changed allegiance to a different Macedonian general, and former ally 
of Lysimachus, Seleucus I. As ruler of this Greek state, Philetaerus faced 
minimal oversight from the Seleucid Empire, especially after the assas- 
sination of Seleucus I, and gradually he began minting coins with his own 
name. The type featured here is an intriguing example of this transitory 
period, when Pergamum was still technically loyal to the Seleucid Empire, 
but beginning to exercise more of its autonomy. The posthumous portrait 
of Seleucus I is a nod to this tenuous loyalty, but features Philetaerus’ per- 
sonal reverse type with his name and Athena Nicephorus, the kingdom's 
patron goddess. Eventually, the tetradrachms of this Athena series would 
use the bust of Philetaerus himself, distinguishing a clearer shift in sover- 
eignty for the kingdom and Attalid dynasty.

This series can justifiably be termed the “world’s first major gold coin- 
age.”’ While the Lydian kingdom and several Greek city states of Asia 
Minor had previously struck coins in electrum, a natural alloy of gold 
and silver, the accession of Croesus to the Lydian throne circa 561 BC 
ushered in a revolution in the world economy. The most important reform 
attributed to Croesus was the introduction of a bimetallic coinage in gold 
and silver, first augmenting and then replacing the previous electrum is- 
sues. The lion had previously been used by Alyattes, and one theory is 
that this is a dynastic type, with the lion representing Alyattes, and the 
bull representing his son and successor. The creation of separate gold and 
silver denominations ranging from a full stater down to 1/96th of a stater 
was a visionary move that had a major impact on the ancient economy. 
Gold staters were initially minted by Croesus on a “heavy” standard of 
about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver stater denomination, 
although, since silver is a lighter metal, the gold issues were smaller in 
size and much more valuable.

The description in Sunrise astutely observes and notes “the unusual style 
of the obverse and sideways orientation of the reverse punches suggests 
that this issue may have been struck at another mint or officina from the 
standard issues.” 


In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing the worlds 
first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold and silver. Prior to 
this, coins were produced in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of gold 
and silver. This situation obviously caused a number of problems, most 
notably because the proportions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In 
fact, there is strong evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, ar- 
tificially manipulated the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his 
favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has a gold- 
to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, though his coins were struck with 54% gold 
and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that the gold 
standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, designed at recall- 
ing as many of the circulating electrum staters as possible. The early elec- 
trum staters of Asia Minor were typically struck on a weight standard of 
14.15 grams. Considering the relative value of gold to silver at the time 
was 1:13, then one gold stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King 
Croesus, based on a weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been 
equal to the gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circu- 
lated at an assumed ratio of 75% gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that 
the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old electrum 
coins and reissue the new heavy standard gold coins at a 1:1 ratio. 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian government issued 
the new light stater, which weighed approximately 8.05 grams. Kroll con- 
tinues his argument that this new weight standard was designed to recall 
as many of the remaining electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 gram 
standard is based on the actual gold and silver content of early electrum 
coins (54% gold and 44% silver). In other words, the heavy standard was 
used to replace electrum staters at their circulating face value and the 
light standard was used to recall coins at their actual gold and silver 
value.

The gigantic figure driving the elephant cart on the reverse has been vari- 
ously identified as Zeus (since he holds a thunderbolt) or the deified Al- 
exander the Great. The face of the figure is seldom struck up well enough 
to show much detail, however this example is sharp enough to show the 
driver is a beardless young male, hence probably Alexander, now deified 
and of superhuman size as he towers over the elephants pulling the chari- 
ot. Alexander’s body was hijacked from a funeral cortege headed back to 
Macedon, by Ptolemy I, who interred the conqueror’s corpse in Memphis. 
Later Ptolemaic rulers moved his body to Alexandria and replaced his 
golden sarcophagus with a crystal one housed within an elaborate tomb.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during the 
reigns of Ptolemy VI through VILI feature a disguised portrait of Cleopa- 
tra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If such is the case, 
the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on the original issues of 
Ptolemy L-UI, from which the later issues were copied, the K was one of 
several letters used to designate obverse dies). Certainly the portrait on 
these later issues bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé II found 
on the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not these 
pieces do bear portraits of concurrent figures, it is a historical fact that 
the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably were women, includ- 
ing the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

No other kingdom or empire in the ancient world at the time could pro- 
duce such large gold coins, and this display of economic clout drew thou- 
sands of mercenary soldiers into Egypt's service. This large and powerful 
army was put to maximum use by the third king of the Ptolemaic dynasty, 
Ptolemy III Euergetes. Shortly after inheriting the throne of the Pharaohs, 
he launched a massive invasion of the neighboring Seleucid Kingdom of 
Syria. Easily crushing all resistance, he even reached Babylon, where he 
proclaimed himself King of Kings. Ptolemy III's powerful portrait appears 
on gold mnaieions struck by his son, Ptolemy IV Philopator, who suc- 
ceeded him in 221 BC.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 69 BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. She soon faced a succession 
crisis: Her weak-willed younger brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle of courtiers who feared Cleopatra’s keen intellect and 
resolute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in Alexandria fresh from 
his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered Pompeys murder, but this only outraged Caesar, who showed up days later and 
occupied the royal palace. Cleopatra had herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled into Caesar’s presence for a meeting. This display of spunk by the 
nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two likely became lovers that night, and Caesar’s bitter Alexandrine War, which ended in the defeat and 
death of Ptolemy XIII, was fought on her behalf: Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son, Ptolemy XV also 
known as Caesarion (‘Little Caesar”).

Until about 2001, only one indisputably genuine satrapal gold stater of 
Diodotus I was known to exist. Recently, more have come to light, most of 
them marred by test cuts. The present specimen is free of test cuts or any 
other defects, making it both rare and highly desirable. As these pieces 
demonstrate, the tradition of excellence in Bactrian coin portraiture start- 
ed with the very first reign. 


The confusion around the reign of Diodotus I, including his coinage, mir- 
rors a greater lack of understanding of the events of central Asia during 

the middle decades of the 3rd century BC. The Seleucid king Antiochus 

I, in whose name this coin was minted, was primarily concerned with his 

possessions in the Levant and Asia Minor, and he neglected the eastern 

satrapies - Parthia, Aria, Bactria, etc. His death in 246 BC triggered the 

Third Syrian War, in which the Seleucids suffered a massive defeat to Ptol- 
emaic Egypt, losing Palestine and many thousands of men. The war meant 

that Seleucid armies were occupied with western affairs for five years, and 
ambitious Greek satraps in the East saw their chance to throw off Seleucid 
domination. The Parthian satrap Andragoras revolted against the Seleu- 
cids in 246 BC, minting his own coinage with his name and governing 
independently until he himself was killed and his territory conquered by 

the Parni, who later conquered all of Seleucid Persia as “the Parthians.” 
The chronology of Diodotus is more complicated and the facts are murkier. 
While Andragoras certainly intended his revolt to mean complete indepen- 
dence from the start, Diodotus likely fashioned himself early on as a kind 
of semi-independent governor that nevertheless was still in the Seleucid 
sphere. He was probably appointed satrap of Bactria in the mid-250s BC, 
and due to the far-flung nature of his province, was able to exert a certain 

level of independence, which included striking coins such as this piece 

with his own portrait but the name of Antiochus. It is likely, but not certain, 
that like Andragoras, Diodotus used the utter Seleucid defeat in Syria and 
Palestine to assert full independence, and perhaps the outbreak of the war 
with the Ptolemies was the moment that Diodotus’ coinage abandoned 
the name of the now-dead Seleucid king Antiochus LI in favor of his own. 
Thus, though the period provides uncertainty, this issue was likely struck 
while Diodotus was satrap but before the Third Syrian War, since it does 

not bear his name, placing this coin ca. 255-246 BC.

Among the many customs borrowed by the Romans from the Etruscans when they were under the latter ’s domination was the art of divination, a particu- 
lar branch of that science being the pullaria auguria. Augurs were appointed to study the feeding patterns of selected chickens before a battle in order 
to better judge the likely outcome of the engagement. The two stars in the field are perhaps to be associated with the Dioscuri. The reverse trident and 


dolphins with their clear allusion to Neptune are to be associated with Rome ’s rise as a naval power during the course of the First Punic War (261-241 
BO) (Vecchi 2013, p. 31).

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar, who might have ended up as Caesar’s successor in power had events taken a different turn. An experienced 
soldier, he served as one of Caesar's legates in Gaul from about 54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. He served Caesar loyally during the Civil 
War against Pompey and his successors in 48-45 BC. Hirtius was appointed as Caesar ’s mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, and it was then that he struck the 
first truly large issue of gold aurei from the spoils of Caesar ’s campaigns. These aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic veiled female head on the obverse, 
were used to pay Caesar’s soldiers after the great triumphal parade. After Caesar’s assassination, Hirtius initially supported Marc Antony but, after tak- 
ing over as Consul in 43 BC, he raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April 
of 43 BC, but Hirtius was killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days later, leaving Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. Modern 
historians owe Hirtius a debt of gratitude for preserving and editing Caesar’s Commentaries on the Gallic and Civil Wars.

Julius Caesar used imagery related to the Roman founding myth, memorialized in the Aeneid by Virgil, to link his lineage to lulus, the son of Aeneas, and 
grandson of Venus. Thereby, laying claim to the goddess Venus over his opponent at the time, Pompey the Great.

The reverse image of Venus is likely modeled after the marble Roman statue - Aphrodite Kallipygos (Callipygian Venus) - from the late Ist century BC, in 
turn thought to be a copy of an older Greek statue, and literally means “Venus (Aphrodite) of the beautiful buttocks.” The Venus depicted on this issue 
humanizes her as she playfully looks at herself in the mirror.

As part of a pact at Brundisium in 42 BC, shortly after the Battle of Philip- 
pi, Marc Antony agreed to Octavian’s arrangement to marry his widowed 
sister, Octavia. This shimmering example commemorates the marriage 
and the peace agreement brokered between Marc Antony and Octavian 
during a highly tumultuous time. She traveled with Antony for several 
years and assisted in negotiating the renewal of the triumvirate in 37 BC, 
which would last until 33 BC. This coin boasts a realistic and jovial por- 
trait of Marc Antony and the first visage of a living Roman woman, Octa- 
via, on a lustrous, amber-toned flan.

ROMAN IMPERIAL

This gold aureus bears a wonderful portrait of Claudius, fourth emperor 
of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. Son of the great general Drusus, and An- 
tonia, niece of the emperor Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed 
well-positioned when he was born in 10 BC. But a serious childhood ill- 
ness left him with a limp, a stammer, and other uncouth qualities that 
made him the black sheep of the family. While these problems barred him 
from a political career, such exclusion also granted him immunity from the 
family’s murderous intrigues. Upon Caligula’s assassination in January, 
AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving Julio-Claudian male and, when 
members of the Praetorian Guard found him cowering behind a curtain 
in the palace, they immediately acclaimed him as Emperor. Claudius 
astutely awarded the Praetorians a substantial bonus, and with 10,000 
heavily armed soldiers backing him, he easily forced the Senate to accept 
him as the next princeps. Once installed, Claudius surprised everyone by 
ruling with intelligence and moderation. In AD 43, he ordered the inva- 
sion and annexation of Britain, the first major addition of territory to the 
Empire since the days of Augustus. He chose provincial governors care- 
fully and managed foreign relations with considerable skill. He erred only 
in his obsession with detail, his reliance on freedmen and cronies, and 
his atrocious taste in women. Messalina, his promiscuous third wife, ran 
wild as Empress and nearly brought down his regime with a sex-crazed 
conspiracy in AD 48. His next wife, Agrippina the Younger, used her wiles 
to enhance her own power and advance Nero, her son by a previous mar- 
riage, in the succession arrangements. This done, she fed Claudius a dish 
of poisoned mushrooms in October AD 54, and brought his 13-year reign 
to an end. Despite many missteps and his unsavory demise, Claudius had 
been a fairly successful ruler and his regime set a pattern for the Flavians 
and the reigns that followed.

Servius Sulpicius Galba was born in 3 BC, and early on displayed a gift for cultivating the right friends. During his early manhood, he enjoyed the fa- 
vor of the emperors Augustus, Tiberius, and Caligula, as well as the empress Livia, whose bequest of 500,000 sesterces helped launch his public career. 
Elected consul in AD 33, he served as governor in Germany and Africa before, late in life, accepting Nero ’s appointment as proconsul of Nearer Spain. 
This came as Nero’ popularity was plummeting in Rome, and the aristocracy began looking toward the prestige-laden Galba for leadership. In March 
of AD 68, Vindex, governor of Gaul, rose in revolt and offered to support Galba as the new ruler. Two months later, Nero s regime collapsed and, at the 
age of 70, Galba found himself hailed as emperor, the first from outside the Julio-Claudian family. He made his way back to Rome and embarked on an 
austerity program to restore the state s finances. Although meaning well, Galba proved oblivious to the realities of his situation and soon managed to of- 
fend nearly every segment of Roman society. Galba attempted to salvage the situation by adopting a likable young aristocrat, L. Calpurnius Piso, as his 
successor, but this only alienated another key supporter, M. Salvius Otho, who had hoped to be chosen Caesar himself. Otho bribed Praetorian officers, 
and on 15 January AD 69, they attacked Galba and Piso in the Forum, hacking them to pieces. His entire reign has lasted seven months and proved only 
the opening act in the disastrous “Year of the Four Emperors.” The historian Tacitus pronounced Galba ’ epitaph: “It was commonly agreed he possessed 
the makings of a great ruler- had he never ruled.” 


Galba’s gold coins are quite rare and display considerable artistry in realistically depicting his craggy, scowling mien. The reverse of this attractive 
aureus depicts Galba s early supporter and financial benefactor, the Empress Livia.

Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho grew up 
as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things in life. He had a 
peculiar abhorrence for body hair and depilated every part of his body, 
including his head. To cover his baldness, he then wore a carefully made 
wig. Otho became one of the Emperor Nero’ high-living friends, but 
this changed abruptly when Nero took a fancy to his beautiful wife, Pop- 
paea. Otho was thus packed off to govern Lusitania (modern Portugal), 
where he stewed and plotted revenge. When Nero’s regime collapsed in 
AD 68, Otho was one of Galbass earliest supporters and fully expected 
to be named the old man’s heir apparent. Instead, Galba chose a young 
aristocrat of better breeding, and the furious Otho began plotting his re- 
moval. He bribed the Praetorian Guards to murder Galba on 15 January 
AD 69, after which the Senate reluctantly confirmed Otho as emperor. But 
he immediately faced another rebellion, this time by Vitellius, governor 
of lower Germany, whose sizeable army marched on Italy. Otho hurried 
north to the River Po; his generals urged him to wait for reinforcements, 
but Otho was afraid of defections and ordered a premature attack. The 
sharp clash at Cremona in northern Italy went decisively against him, and 
he stabbed himself in the heart the morning of 16 or 17 April AD 69, end- 
ing a brief reign of about 90 days. His noble end gained him a respect that 
had eluded him in life. 


Gold aurei of Otho are rare and highly prized, often referred to as the 
“key” coin in any set of the first Twelve Caesars.

The son of the influential senator Lucius Vitellius, Aulus Vitellius was born 
in AD 15 and raised in the luxury befitting a wealthy consul’s son. The 
younger Vitellius developed a penchant for gambling, along with a gour- 
mands appetite and corpulent physique. He served as Consul in AD 48, 
where he acquitted himself well, but resumed his disreputable habits in 
later years. This served to land him heavily in debt by the time Nero’ 
regime collapsed, in AD 68. The new emperor, Galba, appointed Vitellius 
governor of Germania Inferior, believing him to be utterly without ambi- 
tion or talent, and therefor a safe choice. But officers in the Rhine legions 
grew disenchanted with Galba’s parsimony and persuaded Vitellius to 
make a try for the throne. 


On 1 January AD 69, the Rhine legions proclaimed Vitellius emperor at 
the city of Colonia Agrippinensis (Cologne). His promise of lavish bonus- 
es and easy discipline quickly won the legions of Gaul, Britain and Raetia 
over to his cause. His march on Rome took on the appearance of a Bac- 
chic procession, with his soldiers drinking heavily and pillaging the coun- 
tryside. In the meantime, Galba had been overthrown in Rome by Otho, 
who marched north with the Praetorian Guard. The hard-fought First 
Battle of Bedriacum in mid-April went to Vitellius’ larger force, and Otho 
committed suicide. Arriving in Rome, Vitellius was confirmed as emperor, 
by a reluctant Senate. He treated his elevation as an excuse for one long 
banquet, reportedly spending the equivalent of $2 billion on delicacies 
from all over the Empire. While he indulged his appetites, the armies of 
the East proclaimed the general Vespasian as emperor on I July, launch- 
ing a new round of civil war. The legions of the Danube joined in the revolt 
and invaded Italy on Vespasian'’s behalf. Within weeks, soldiers loyal to 
Vespasian forced their way into Rome and swept aside all opposition. They 
found Vitellius hiding in the imperial doorkeeper’s quarters. Hauled half- 
naked to the Forum, the onetime emperor was mocked, tortured, and slain. 
His corpse was dumped unceremoniously in the Tiber.

Descended from a family of small-time entrepreneurs and tax farmers in 
the Sabine hill country north of Rome, Flavius Vespasianus was born in 
AD 9 and rose to prominence in the Roman Army. He gained distinction 
during Claudius’ invasion of Britain in AD 43-44 and won a Consulship 
in AD 51, but fell from imperial favor when he dozed off during one of 
Nero's musical performances. When a Jewish faction in the province of 
Judaea rebelled and massacred the local Roman garrison in AD 66, Nero 
sent Vespasian at the head of three legions to crush the revolt. Through his 
able son Titus, Vespasian gained the friendship and support of Mucianus, 
governor of Syria, who had another three legions at his disposal. When 
the collapse of Nero's regime in AD 68 led to a free-for-all for the throne, 
with Galba, Otho, and Vitellius following in quick succession, Vespasian 
realized he had the means and ability to make his own try for supreme 
power. On I July AD 69, the legions of Alexandria, Egypt declared Vespa- 
sian as emperor. He decided on a policy of blockade and attrition to defeat 
Vitellius, but the sudden declaration of support by the Danubian legions 
and their invasion of Italy in the fall of AD 69 brought a much quicker vic- 
tory. Vitellius was executed on 20 December, and the Senate proclaimed 
Vespasian emperor two days later. Arriving in Rome the following October, 
Vespasian celebrated a magnificent triumph for the Judaean campaign 
before launching an austerity program to put the Empire’ finances on 
sound footing. As the first middle-class emperor, he brought a business- 
mans common sense and a bracing dose of pragmatism to the imperial 
administration. Some of the blue-bloods grumbled about Vespasian s par- 
simony and his uncouth manners, but the return of stability and prosper- 
ity squelched most complaints, and his earthy sense of humor made him 
beloved by the common folk. His decade of rule was largely untroubled 
by revolts and conspiracies. Upon his death due to a sudden illness in AD 
79 he was widely and sincerely mourned, and power passed smoothly to 
his son Titus.

The elder son of Vespasian, Flavius Titus Vespasianus was born in AD 41 
and seemed marked out for the life of an upper middle-class civil servant 
in the mold of his father. Vespasian won glory as a general during Claudi- 
us’ invasion of Britain, and Titus grew into an intelligent, handsome, and 
charming young man who became his father’s second in command for the 
Judaean campaign of AD 66-69. When Nero's regime collapsed in Rome, 
Vespasian seized the throne and Titus took over direction of the Judaean 
war, which culminated in the storming of Jerusalem in AD 70. Returning 
to Rome at the head of several legions, Titus was suspected of planning 
a coup, but he warmly greeted his father and was granted a stupendous 
triumph. Titus next served as Praetorian Prefect and was utterly ruthless 
in protecting his family’s stranglehold on power. When Vespasian died 
in AD 79 and Titus was proclaimed emperor, many feared he would be 
another Nero or Caligula. But he soon emerged as an uncommonly be- 
nevolent ruler. 


This coin is likely the product of the spoilia from Titus victory over Judaea 
during the Jewish War. The Flavians minted their Judaea Capta coinage 
jrom the beginning of Vespasian s reign through AD 73, the year that this 
coin was minted. The reverse image features an array of attributes not 
normally associated with Pax. She has the column of Securitas, the cadu- 
ceus of Felicitas, which points at purse of Mercury. This amalgamation 
of different personifications was likely a way to display the health and 
wealth of the Empire under the Flavian reign.

This reverse evokes the Founding of Rome Myth. Romulus and Remus 
were twins and children of Rhea Silvia, a Vestal Virgin, who was impreg- 
nated by Mars while she slept. Her uncle, King Amulius feared they would 
threaten his reign and ordered their deaths. In order to protect her babies 
from him, Silvia hid her children in a basket and placed them in the Tiber 
river, hoping fate would guide them to safety. With the help of the river god 
Tiberinus, the baby boys wound up at the future sight of Rome and they 
were found by the she-wolf: She nursed them and raised them for a time 
until they were adopted by a shepherd, Faustulus. The image of Romulus 
and Remus with the she-wolf became an icon of Rome; it was continuously 
depicted in art throughout the years of the Empire and into modern times.

Trajan s wife, Pompeia Plotina Claudia Phoebe Piso, was part of a cote- 
rie of powerful Spanish-born women who exerted considerable influence 
over imperial policy and the succession in the early second century AD. 
Born in Gades in AD 64, she was made Augusta by Trajan in AD 100, 
but did not formally accept the title until AD 105. Famously unostenta- 
tious, she is said to have stated, upon entering the imperial palace for 
the first time, “I enter here such a woman as I would wish to be when I 
leave.” Coinage with her portrait commenced with an aureus series in AD 
112. Trajans sister Marciana and niece Matidia also lived in the palace 
and were also honored on Trajan’ coinage. The close circle of females 
is credited by some with influencing Trajan s reforms of taxation and the 
establishment of a welfare scheme to help the poor (Alimentia). With no 
children of her own, Plotina highly favored Hadrian, the emperor’s pro- 
tege, and probably engineered his betrothal and marriage to Matidia’s 
daughter Sabina, thus tying him to the imperial family. She accompanied 
Trajan to the east on his final campaign against the Parthian Kingdom, 
and quickly took charge of the government apparatus when the emperor 
fell desperately ill on the return trip through Asia Minor. Some Roman 
historians accuse Plotina of concealing Trajan s death for a time in order 
to stage-manage the appointment of Hadrian as Caesar, thus ensuring 
a smooth transition of power. In any case, she lived long into Hadrian's 
reign and continued to be honored by him as Augusta, or first woman of 
the Empire. A letter survives from Plotina to Hadrian seeking his endow- 
ment of an Epicurean school in Greece. Upon her death in AD 122, she 
was deified by order of the Senate.

Hadrian s career of traveling the length and breadth of the Roman Empire 
culminated in an extended visit to Egypt in AD 130-131, accompanied 
by a vast entourage that included his wife Sabina and his young protégé 
and lover, the handsome Bithynian Antinotis. During a barge trip up the 
Nile, Antinoiis fell overboard and drowned, plunging the emperor into ex- 
travagant grief. The incident is shrouded in mystery, with some gossips 
suggesting that the youth had sacrificed himself in some strange ritual to 
restore Hadrian ’s failing health. Whatever the manner of death, Hadrian 
ordained that Antinotis be deified and worshipped as a god, not by the Ro- 
man Senate or people, but by the Greek denizens of the Empire who held 
a more sympathetic view of their emperor’s “forbidden love.” Hadrian 
finally returned from his travels in circa AD 132 and retired to his lavishly 
decorated villa at Tivoli, where Egypt and the Nile were given special 
prominence. His famous Travel Series of coins was struck during his final 
years, perhaps as a personal remembrance of his imperial wanderings. 
This remarkable aureus boasts an astonishing reverse depiction of the 
river god Nilus surrounded by the fauna of Egypt, rendered in the highest 
artistry of the age. Unusually, the reverse bears no legend, leaving the 
engraver ’s work to speak for itself.

The death of Antoninus Pius in March AD 161, after a tranquil reign of 
nearly 24 years, prompted this immediate deification and the largest com- 
memorative coinage yet seen for any Roman ruler. This superb aureus 
falls within this series, depicting the magnificent funeral pyre upon which 
a wax effigy of Antoninus driving a triumphal quadriga was placed. At the 
conclusion of services, the pyre was set alight and an eagle released from 
the interior, symbolizing the emperor’s soul ascending to the heavens. His 
ashes were placed in an urn and interred into the Mausoleum of Hadrian, 
the present Castel Sant'Angelo in Rome. Unfortunately, the imperial urns 
did not survive the sieges of Rome in the 4th century. Later generations 
viewed Antoninus as the perfect emperor, and the tranquility of his reign 
took on the sheen of a lost golden age.

This attractive aureus is remarkable both on the merits of its soulful por- 
trait of the “Philosopher Emperor” Marcus Aurelius, and for the detailed 
military bust, showing the emperor wearing a scale-armor cuirass with 
shoulder bands decorated with vine scrolls, and the officer’s cloak, or 
paludamentum, pinned to his left shoulder. The artist, perhaps unwittingly, 
has illustrated the dilemma of Marcus’ two-decade reign: A man of peace 
devoted to Stoic philosophy, he was forced by military necessity to spend 
17 years in near-constant warfare against the Roman Empire s aggressive 
enemies. While the obverse points to Marcus’ martial role as commander- 
in-chief, the reverse emphasizes the emperor’s careful administration of 
Rome’ food supply: Annona, personification of the harvest, stands next 
to a docked grain ship, upon which the Roman masses depended for their 
daily bread.

The first Roman emperor of African descent, Lucius Septimius Severus 

was born on II April AD 145 in the North African city of Leptis Magna. 
He entered the Senate during the reign of Marcus Aurelius and also served 
as an officer in the army under the general Pertinax, finding the soldier's 

life much to his liking. Talented and hardworking, Severus rose rapidly in 

the Senate hierarchy, becoming consul in AD 190 and proconsul of Pan- 
nonia Superior the following year. The assassination of Commodus on 

1 January AD 193 brought his patron Pertinax to the throne, but within 

three months Pertinax had been murdered by the Praetorians, who sold 
the throne to Didius Julianus. An outraged populace demanded that Pes- 
cennius Niger, governor of Syria, or Clodius Albinus, proconsul of Britain, 
depose Julianus. But, Severus was much closer, in Pannonia, and he struck 
first. Placating Albinus with the junior title of Caesar, Severus marched on 

Rome and easily disposed of Julianus. He next marched against Niger and 
crushed his rebel regime in a brutally efficient campaign. Returning to 

Rome in AD 195, he raised his elder son Caracalla to the rank of Caesar, 
thus severing his pact with Clodius Albinus and igniting another civil war, 
which ended with Severus s victory in AD 197. A bloody purge of Albinus s 

supporters led many to call him “the Punic Sulla,” but with his position 

secure, he ruled with moderation. Julia Domna’s patronage stimulated 

Rome arts and intellectual life, but the mutual hatred of their sons, Cara- 
calla and Geta, caused the imperial couple no end of grief. Like Hadrian, 
Severus traveled incessantly, but his policy was expansion through con- 
quest, and in AD 208 he launched an invasion of Scotland. But what was 

supposed to be a quick conquest turned into a long, bitter slog, which took 

its toll on the emperor’s health. On his deathbed in York, Severus begged 

his sons to “be good to each other, pay the soldiers well, and the rest can 

to go to hell.” He died on 4 February AD 211, at the age of 65.

The first eight years of Severus Alexander's reign were mercifully free 
of serious external threats. In AD 230, however, the new Sasanian king 
of Persia, Ardashir I, staged a major invasion of Rome's eastern prov- 
inces, besieging the important border city of Nisibis and raiding as far as 
Cappadocia. Peaceful by nature and with no military training, Alexander 
was ill-equipped to deal with the situation. His mother Julia Mamaea, the 
real ruler of the state, made peace offers to the Sasanians, which were 
haughtily rebuffed. Alexander was thus compelled to mount an expedition 
to the east. The martial tone of this beautiful aureus is likely part of the 
propaganda build-up to war.

Among the grand designs of Diocletian was an effort to restore the Roman 
religion to its former prominence. Toward this end, each of the ruling 
Tetrarchs was assigned to a “house” corresponding to the Roman deities 
Jupiter and Hercules, with Diocletian himself representing the former and 
his co-Augustus Maximian as the latter. Diocletian thus became the su- 
preme ruler, while Maximian became his facilitator and “man of action.” 
The obverse portrait of this astonishing aureus of Maximian from the mint 
of Rome gives him the blunt, manly look of a Roman Hercules, while the 
reverse depicts the hero in a ferocious struggle with the many-headed 
Hydra, one of his Twelve Labors. The symbolism draws a distinct parallel 
between the hydra slain by Hercules and the myriad challenges faced, and 
defeated in turn, by the Tetrarchic regime.

The short, troubled reign of Procopius Anthemius represents the Roman 
worlds last chance at unity in the face of the disasters that would shortly 
overwhelm its western half. Born into a distinguished and wealthy Con- 
stantinopolitan family, Anthemius was highly regarded as a general and 
magistrate, and had been considered a prime candidate for the Eastern 
Roman throne when his father-in-law, the emperor Marcian, died in AD 
457. Instead, Leo I got the job, but Anthemius took the setback in stride 
and won a series of military victories over the Goths and Huns on Leo’s 
behalf: In the mid AD 460s, Vandal raids on Greece convinced Leo that 
he needed to cooperate with the Western Roman regime headed by the 
half-barbarian generalissimo Ricimer. In AD 467, with Ricimer’s ap- 
proval, Leo appointed Anthemius to the vacant western throne. Anthemius 
reached Rome on 12 April and was duly hailed as Augustus by the Senate, 
but many Italians viewed him as a Greek interloper and this colored his 
relations with the locals from the outset. In AD 468, a massive joint naval 
expedition against the Vandals in North Africa came to grief, badly under- 
mining Anthemius’ position. Visigothic gains in Gaul further eroded his 
popularity over the next few years and caused a dangerous rift to develop 
between Anthemius, who ruled from Rome, and Ricimer, based in Milan. 
Leo tried to mediate by sending a highborn envoy named Olybrius to Italy 
in the spring of AD 472, but Ricimer decided Olybrius would prove a more 
pliable puppet emperor and marched against Rome to depose Anthemius. 
Rome underwent a three-month siege and finally fell to a determined at- 
tack on the Pons Aelius. Anthemius donned the garb of a beggar and tried 
to escape, but was identified, captured and beheaded, probably on I1 July 
AD 472. Olybrius replaced him but survived only a few months before 
dying of dropsy. The brief, disastrous civil war made a final split with 
the East inevitable and sealed the doom of Western Roman Empire. The 
gold coinage of Anthemius reflects his origins by following the conven- 
tion for frontal portraiture found on Eastern Roman and later Byzantine 
coins. The reverse of this incredible Rome-mint gold solidus celebrates 
the supposed unity of East and West empires by showing Anthemius and 
Leo together supporting a globus cruciger, on which rests, according to 
the legend, the “Health of the Republic.”

Aelia Pulcheria, the daughter, sister, and wife to three different East Ro- 
man emperors, played a critical role in maintaining the stability of the 
Eastern Roman regime in the tumultuous early to mid-fifth century AD. 
Born circa AD 398 to Arcadius and Aelia Eudoxia, she had a far more 
dominating personality than her timid younger brother, Theodosius II. 
When Arcadius died in AD 408 and Theodosius ascended the throne at 
the age of seven, Pulcheria took upon herself the role of her brother's 
protector. In AD 414 she came of age and the Senate declared her Augusta, 
or Empress, whereupon she took over the regency herself: She declared 
her intent to remain a virgin (possibly to avoid a political marriage), and 
took her brother’s education into her own hands, seeing to it he learned 
how to look, act, and perform rituals like an Emperor; however he lacked 
backbone, which she had to provide to keep the Theodosian regime in un- 
disputed power. Under her guidance, the Eastern Roman Empire success- 
fully intervened in the West and installed her nephew, Valentinian LI, on 
the throne (AD 424-425), while to the East, a brief war against Persia was 
successfully prosecuted (AD 421). When Theodosius was killed in a riding 
accident in AD 450, Pulcheria briefly ruled as sole empress before bow- 
ing to demands that she marry and thus chose a suitable man to rule as 
Augustus. She wisely chose the lowborn but capable Marcian, who proved 
to be the strong, even-handed ruler the Empire needed. The year follow- 
ing her marriage, Pulcheria was instrumental in summoning the Fourth 
Ecumenical Council at Chalcedon, which established the basic principles 
of teaching the Eastern Orthodox Church. Pulcheria died in AD 453, hav- 
ing kept her vows of virginity and defense of her Imperial dynasty for a 
half-century and left all of her possessions to the poor. 


The coinage of Pulcheria closely mirrors that of her brother and she may, 
indeed, have been responsible for the introduction in AD 422 of the promi- 
nent jeweled cross on the “Victory holding cross” solidus type, and for the 
Christianization of the globe held by the seated Constantinopolis on the 
later coinage.

of Leo V facing, wearing short beard and loros, globus cruciger in right 
hand. Sear 1626. DOC 1. Fiieg 1.A. Solidly struck from fresh dies, excel- 
lently centered on a broad flan with magnificent luster. One of only two 
examples certified, and among the greatest rarities of the Byzantine series. 
The most recent previous example to come to market in sales archives 
was the specimen we sold eight years ago in our ANA Auction 3041, 13 
August 2015, lot 32105, which realized $34,000 with buyer’s premium. 


The Iconoclast Era was really a century-long civil war within Byzantine 
society that saw the great restorative work of iconoclast emperors such as 
Leo III, Constantine V, and Leo VI undermined by the active antagonism 
of a large majority of the empire's population. The iconoclasts believed 
that veneration of sacred images and icons was a form of idolatry pro- 
hibited by the scriptures; most Byzantines loved the images and made 
them central to their religious observance. Iconoclasm was strongest in 
the army, while icon veneration was popular among the laity. Leo V, “the 
Armenian”, launched the second wave of Iconoclast persecution after the 
interlude provided by the Empress Irene, who restored the icons during 
her five-year sole reign. As implied by his epithet, Leo was of Armenian 
descent and rose through army ranks to become Strategos (governor gen- 
eral) of the Anatolikon theme, which held the empire s most powerful army. 
Following a major military defeat, Leo forced the abdication of the inef- 
fectual emperor Michael I Rhangabe and seized the throne for himself. 
With the Bulgarian Khan Krum laying siege to Constantinople, the situa- 
tion was quite precarious, and Leo attempted to end the siege by having 
Krum assassinated during a parley. The stratagem failed, but Krum died 
soon thereafter and Leo led an attack on the leaderless Bulgarians that re- 
sulted in a great Byzantine victory and a 30-year peace treaty that brought 
the empire respite. This accomplished, Leo V began pursuing his ultimate 
goal — the restoration of iconoclasm. He forced out the iconodule Pa- 
triarch Nicephorus, confiscated church properties and exiled churchmen 
and abbots who resisted. The undercurrent of distrust this caused led to 
conspiracies against the regime, which he ruthlessly suppressed. One of 
his victims was the general Michael the Amorion, whom he imprisoned; 
Michael, however, had many supporters and they mounted a final and suc- 
cessful attempt on Leos life during mass at the chapel of St. Stephen on 
Christmas Day, AD 820. Dressed as monks, they surrounded and cut down 
the emperor on the high altar. Michael was crowned as the new emperor 
with his legs still encased in manacles. 


This spectacular gold solidus was struck in the first few weeks of his reign, 
before he appointed his son Constantine as co-emperor.

State survivor of this usually heavy-circulated type. Only three uncirculated examples have been seen by NGC, none certifying higher than the present 
MS61-graded specimen, with PCGS having seen a single MS61 and an MS62. Showing little to no signs of handling, this prime example carries much 
cartwheel luster and a hefty pedigree. Holdered with a pinch of gold dust/flakes in a holder hand-signed by Bob Evans, Chief Scientist on the S. S. Central 
America Ship of Gold Project. 


“The Ship of Gold”, the S. S. Central America sailed on September 3rd, 1857 bound to New York City carrying over 9 tons of gold from the California 
Gold Rush. On the coast of the Carolinas, it was hit by a grade 2 hurricane which took it to the bottom of the seas with most of its passengers and crew, 
described in the period as having “no parallel” among American navigation disasters. At the time of the sinking, it carried approximately $8 million in 
gold ($765 million in 2021). The ship s salvaging began in the 1980°s with several coins and hefty gold bars coming to market. Though many insurance 
companies have claimed the treasure stating they have paid for the loss in the 19th century, most of the cargo was settled in court to the finders. Due to 
legal issues between the discovery team § leader and investors/crew, many legal battles are ongoing since, with some saying that only 5% of the ship has 
been salvaged and much more treasure is yet to be discovered.

Of typical style for the era, boasting facing portraits of the groom and bride, struck in expressive high relief 
with surprising, ornate detail. A pleasing representative featuring a uniform gunmetal patina and moderate highpoint rub consistent with the conditional 
assignment, and plagued by the typical surface pitfalls and treatments pieces of this age typically witness (smoothing and tooling for the sake of accuracy). 
Regardless, the piece endures as a covetable type in an engaging Capital Plastics holder with a very early ANACS photo-certificate that will surely pique 
the interest of collectors. 


Clearly belonging to the tradition of Renaissance medal engraving that had just begun to take shape in Italy—indeed, notice the similarities to the coins 

of his contemporary, Ludovico Maria Sforza of Milan—Maximilian was known to have had a preference for large-size, spread-flan coins, and himself 
presided over the design of many of the coin types employed throughout his reign. Produced by the brilliant die engraver Ulrich Ursentaler, this issue in 

particular commemorates one of the most significant events in the history of the House of Habsburg: the marriage of Archduke Maximilian to Maria of 
Burgundy, a political union which would have brought the vast and rich territories of Burgundy under his control.

John of Bavaria, also known as John the Pitiless, was a member of the Wittelsbach dynasty and the first bishop of Liége 1389-1418. He never obtained 
the necessary ordination and treated his episcopal domain as a secular fief, earning his nickname for bloodily suppressing a rebellion of the Liége towns- 
people in 1408. After the death of his brother William in 1418, he gave up the ecclesiastical dignities and became a secular Count of Holland. He was 
known for the rich culture of his court; Jan van Eyck was among the artists he engaged, from at least 1422 until 1424. It is alleged that he was killed via 
the poisoned pages of a Ducal prayer-book in 1425 in The Hague.

By all 
measures, a rare Pattern, and one entirely missing from all major auction catalogs we have consulted, save for the so-called Vila Rica specimen plated 
by Bentes. Minted in the third year of Pedro II’s long reign, just before the reform of 1834, the exact circumstances surrounding the production of this 
proposed issue are largely uncertain. Though large copper 40 Reis had been struck at Rio de Janeiro in 1832 in reasonably large numbers, the only pieces 
of this denomination produced for standard circulation in 1833 were the comparatively small emissions from Cuiaba, after which no new 40 Reis were 
struck until 1873. Issued on a carefully prepared, plain-edge planchet with devices that reveal a level of execution almost universally absent from this 
series. Fiery cupric red accents silhouette the design elements, while a subtle cobalt hue is discernable within the fields when viewed in hand. The margins 
on both sides exhibit fine rust, while a minor planchet flaw is observed at the 1 in the date, perhaps providing some indication to the circumstances under 
which such Patterns were minted. Needless to say a fascinating issue worthy of further research and likely the only opportunity most collectors will have 
to obtain an example.

This piece, rendered with a precision regarded to Pattern issues— 
likely for presentation—fully retains the sharpness of when it was struck. 
The ancient slate tone indicates decades in a coin cabinet, a patina which 
overlays the noted grade qualifier: inexplicable scattered marks across the 
fields. Though fairly graded, such fine marks are minimally distracting 
and barely noticeable in hand without a good magnifying glass.

A 
renowned date of key importance in this prolific series, seen only infre- 
quently in auctions in any meaningful condition and often plagued with 
conditional modifiers, yet always sought after by collectors at all levels. 
Hauling from a second-lowest mintage to the series at 29,036 surpassed by 
only the Heaton mint 1890 issue, which curiously has larger total certified 
population than the date on offer here, although admittedly has fewer Mint 
State certified examples in the pooled census combined. We last handled 
anything comparable to the coin at hand in 2016, attesting to the momen- 
tous opportunity provided herein. 


The present offering unleashes enthralling hues of vintage rose and irides- 
cent sky blue when viewed in an angle, the blues silhouetting the young 
Queen’s effigy and comfortably nestling in the crevices. The obverse sur- 
faces admit limited stray marks, the reverse is essentially spared of contact 
and admirably serene. Argent resplendence rests underneath the patina 
enlivening the visual with shimmering luster, as Victoria’s determined ef- 
figy rises to the occasion covered with a thoughtful layer of frosting. In 
summary, a splendid rarity bestowed with a famed pedigree, presently 
bested by one piece and half a point in the PCGS graded population, and 
we expect an eager response from ravenous collectors of Canadian rarities 
as this crosses the auction block.

A short-lived issue, introduced as part of a projected coinage reform based on the traditional system of Chinese 
weights, rather than the relatively recently introduced decimalized Dollar system. Tael denominated coinage are among the most sought-after areas of 
Chinese numismatics, and this one-year dragon-laden Hupeh issue is no exception. Though the remaining detail is strong for the XF evaluation, the eye- 
appeal of this offering is dampened by a thorough past cleaning, scattered moderate abrasions, and an intermittent green hue coating the surfaces. Still, 
this is a treasured issue, so this modest example may provide a welcome opportunity for a more price-conscious collector.

While his imperial reign was fleeting, those issues struck in commemora- 
tion of the event remain hotly contested in any condition, let alone on the 

cusp of a Gem assignment. Only the trivial wisp precludes a loftier desig- 
nation, while the lightly hazy fields remain largely free of consequential 

mark or distraction, fully framing the semi-medallic effigy of Yuan that is 

best appreciated when viewed in-hand.

A coin of mam- 
moth importance in the world of Latin American numismatics. Prior to the 
discovery of the Eliasberg 1755 4 Escudos in 2004, “milled” or machine 
made coinage from Colombia before 1756 was unknown. With the dis- 
covery of this 8 Escudos, also from 1755, almost a decade later in 2014, 
we now have proof of a pre-1756 milled 8 Escudos to go alongside the 
Eliasberg 4 Escudos specimen. Now, almost a decade after this treasure’s 
first auction appearance (then in a PCGS holder of the same grade) at the 
Stack’s NYINC sale in 2014, no other milled examples of this date have 
surfaced and this present offering can still be considered unique. 


The coin itself, a beautiful specimen in its own right, thankfully has avoid- 
ed the type of damage that befell many lightly circulated large gold pieces 
of the era. Moderate surface chatter and gentle, scattered contact marks 
are well within reason for a problem-free gold coin of this grade level. A 
few darker deposits accompany some light orange toning within the leg- 
ends and design crevices, signifying a level of originality that is an added 
bonus for a rarity such as this. Two relatively minor reverse planchet flaws 
in the upper right quadrant of the rim area are noted for completeness.

While 
the Standard Catalog of World Coins does not list individual mintages 
for the 1915-dated Proofs, a mintage for the set is listed at 24 total, a fact 
clearly confirmed by the amount of certified examples extant, numbering 
currently at 15. The representative at hand evinces a highly sought-after 
technical quality, the expanses brimming with reflectivity and the coin as 
a whole seemingly devoid of an opportunity for improvement, apart from 
a few gentle wisps to the fields. Just four examples rank higher at NGC, 
making this specimen one of the finest obtainable certified representatives 
of this famed type.

Prooflike reflectivity and a brilliant shimmering veneer. Scattered light 
contact marks may preclude a Gem designation but they do little to dimin- 
ish how impressive this “near Top Pop” appears in-hand.

The skillful Art Deco treatment of this subject by local engraver 
Anton Ham can be enjoyed on the reverse, while the obverse depiction of 
kneeling St. Katherine of Alexandria and her principal symbol, the spiked 
wheel, one can deduce, speaks to the payoff of perseverance associated 
with the industry. The execution of Ham’s medallic design is equally as 
impressive as its conception, leaving virtually no room for criticism and 
seemingly no room for improvement. This is the first Prooflike example 
we have offered at this denomination and it is most deserving of this ac- 
colade, rippling with electric reflectivity when viewed in hand. Falling 
just shy of the apex of the certified population with this superlative, only 
one specimen currently ranks higher out of the eight candidates graded 
by NGC.

Commemorat- 
ing the acquisition of four airplanes from France that formed the beginning of the Ethiopian Air Force; one of these planes was subsequently requisitioned 
by the King for his private use. On the obverse the facing bust of Prince Regent of Ethiopia Ras Tafari (later, Emperor Haile Selassie I) in full regalia, 
dated EE1917 over his shoulder. The Amharic inscription above the plane on reverse reads “Nesra Tafari” and translates to “Flying Tafari”, dated in 
Amharic EE1921 below. According to Gill an ‘electric stylus’ was used to draw the crude propeller airplane, depicting also the pilot and two machine 
guns mounted on the cockpit. An intriguing emission very rarely encountered in the marketplace; the last time we had the pleasure of handling one was 
in January 2012 when we sold an uncertified ex-Farouk Collection example (not this coin) for $26,875 all in. Without a doubt a tempting opportunity that 
we anticipate will be met with fervent bidder enthusiasm.

Seeing the tax levy as a violation of 
the Treaty of Bretigny, Charles V of France summoned Edward to appear in Paris, and ultimately declared war in 1369 when Edwards poor health led 
to him being unable to appear.

A re- 
nowned gold Pattern strike that introduced J. C. Roéttiers’ new portrait of 
King Louis XV for his immediately recognizable Ecu au bandeau series. 
The king’s approval of this new design in March 1740 heralded the longest 
running French series to be put into circulation use, as this very type was 
struck for 43 years by 29 different mints and kept in circulation until 1834. 
Very few of these gold Pattern strikes are known to us today, approximat- 
ing about ten known examples extant, six of those seeing certification 
across NGC and PCGS. Surprisingly, we’ve had the pleasure of handling 
three of these specimens previously, one graded at AU Details, one at 
SP61, and most recently, a PR62 specimen from the Paramount Collection 
that brought $168,000 all in.

31121 Napoleon III gold 100 Francs 1870-A AU53 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM802.1, Fr-580, Gad-1136, F-551/14. At first glance, the reported mint- 
age of this laurel-head 100 Francs at 10,460 pieces appears comparably 
sizable amongst its peers in this highly revered series. However, the ru- 
inous end of the Emperor’s reign in the Franco-Prussia war meant that 
France had to pay an enormous indemnity to Prussia. The exact amount 
was set by the Treaty of Frankfurt, whereby France was obligated to pay 
a war indemnity of five billion francs. The requirement led to most of 
this final year issue being sent to Prussia in reparations and subsequently 
melted there. Much later recognized as a rarity, it is plausible that the few 
survivors escaped into circulation as nearly all show some degree of wear 
from handling. 


The present example, like most of the dozen or less known to exist, admits 

isolated instances of contact notably on the Emperor’s neck and in front of 
his bust, yet maintains a distinguished aura as all the struck motifs remain 

bold and fully detailed. The surfaces are largely mellowed yellow-gold 

apart from reverse legends where touches of light copper can be witnessed 

silhouetting the legends. A rare and celebrated occasion whenever made 

available in the public; we note that two pieces have appeared on the mar- 
ketplace since we last sold this example in 2014: an AUS5 PCGS that 
was sold for approximately $215,000+premium in November 2021, and 

a MS62 PCGS that hammered $288,000+premium in June 2022, and we 
anticipate this rarity to be met with no less enthusiasm for the privilege to 
obtain this significant piece of numismatic history. 


Despite the dictatorial and belligerent rule of Napoleon LII, theres no 
denying that he was also a visionary who made vast advancements dur- 
ing his nearly eighteen years of reign. He initiated various modernization 
projects and public works, including the renovation of Paris under the 
guidance of Baron Haussmann that aimed to improve the city 8 infrastruc- 
ture, public health, and living conditions of contemporary Parisians. He 
also implemented economic policies that promoted industrialization and 
modernization in France, making critical investments in infrastructure, 
railways, and industries, all contributing to Frances economic growth. 
However, after the collapse of his Second Empire and the painful indemni- 
ties and loss of Alsace-Lorraine, the sentiment regarding his achievements 
turned broadly negative, and his legacy was effectively erased from public 
sight.

Nonetheless, the additional space afforded 
to the flan at this weight underscores the dexterity of Nurnberger’s hand 
and allows for full exploration of the intricately rendered motifs. The cap- 
tivating goldenrod expanses, though gently blanketed with wisps, glow 
with a semi-Prooflike character, particularly at the peripheries, an attribute 
likely contributing to the specimen’s plus designation.

12-22 1835, the so-called Kalisz (Kalisch) Review came as a significant showing of Russian and Prussian military might and political ties in the aftermath 
of the November Uprising of 1830-1831 in Poland, with its location recalling the Treaty of Kalisz, by which Russia and Prussia formally allied against 
Napoleon. Well-known to have been awarded to participants in the events, this medal is nonetheless almost exclusively documented in either silver or 
bronze, and while several pieces were produced in “Neugold” (a gold-colored copper alloy), no examples in gold are documented in the Reichel, Henckel, 
or Hutten-Czapski collections, with Bahrfeldt further recording none in the holdings of the Marienburg. Such almost certainly suggests that gold strik- 
ings were produced in extremely limited numbers for the most important attendees of the ceremonies—not just the commanding officers—among whom 
were of course the Russian Czar and King of Prussia. Certainly of the utmost rarity as such, and likely to be a one-of-a-kind opportunity for German and 
Russian collectors alike.

Struck only slightly 
off-flan, this seems par for the course on these earlier types, ultimately 
doing little to obscure the fully legible struck devices. The opportunity to 
own a specimen of this magnitude occurs infrequently at best, and with 
the continually expanding market for supreme British rarities, we expect 
placement in only the most advanced collections of British numismatics.

The first opportunity our firm has had to handle this type and what a de- 
light it is! From a reported mintage of 294 pieces, this example belongs to 
one of the keys to the entire Vittorio Emanuele II gold series, appearing 
infrequently at market almost never at this quality. On top of the absolute 
scarcity of this item, the piece at hand is one of only two certified ex- 
amples bestowed this Prooflike designation, our specimen outranking the 
other by three whole grade points. The aurous flan, virtually untoned but 
for a touch of even harvest hue, throws brilliant flashes when viewed in 
hand, an aurora that augments the impression of the devices which face 
up with laser-like precision, especially on the reverse. Minor wisps pose 
minimal distraction to the overall presentation of the coin in hand, an 
inconsequential observation in light of its overall caliber.

The location of the main Carthaginian mint in Sicily identified 
by Punic inscription as “The Camp” has long been a matter 
of conjecture and dispute. Recent research, adopted by Oliver 
Hoover in his Handbook of Coins of Sicily (CNG 2012), sug- 
gests the “Camp” mint to have been Entella, a fortress-like city 
located in central-west Sicily. Founded by the Trojans in the 
500s BC, Entella was conquered by a group of Campanian mer- 
cenaries in about 410 BC who quickly sold their services to 
the Carthaginians (alternatively, the Campanians might have 
been employed by Carthage before they took the city). The city 
remained a Punic stronghold through most of the fourth century, 
although the Syracusan tyrant Timoleon briefly drove them out 
circa 342 BC (a peace treaty dividing Sicily, into Greek and 
Carthaginian spheres of interest in 338 BC, returned Entella to 
Punic control). The Siculo-Punic coinage of Entella seems to have 
been intended mainly to pay mercenary soldiers who were used 
to being paid in Greek coin, as the silver tetradrachms adhere 
closely to the Attic weight standard. Designs were usually based 
on the ubiquitous issues of Syracuse (obverse), but with reverses 
displaying their Carthaginian allegiance (the palm tree, phonix 
in Greek, is likely a canting pun on the term Phoenician). Horses 
also feature prominently, likely referring to the outstanding 
cavalry of the Carthaginians and their Campanian allies.

Mithradates VI was a consistent thorn in the side of Rome for 
several decades. Soon after inheriting the throne of Pontus, 
Mithradates displayed an ambition his small kingdom could not 
contain. Observing growing resentment to Roman greed, he 
portrayed himself as the leader of resistance against Rome’s 
suffocating hand. He launched a five-year war against Rome 
in 88 BC by invading Asia Province and massacring 80,000 
Italian civilians. This led to a vigorous response led by the Roman 
general Sulla. But, on the verge of victory, Sulla was forced by 
political turmoil at home to sign a treaty restoring the pre-war 
status quo. A decade later, Mithradates launched another attack 
on the Roman protectorate of Bithynia, but was repelled by 
general Lucullus. His career finally concluded in 63 BC when, 
defeated by Pompey the Great, he was besieged in Panticapaeum 
by his own rebellious son and forced to commit suicide. After 
failing to kill himself via poison (to which he had become immune 
by taking small doses over many years), Mithradates induced a 
loyal Gallic officer to slay him. 


The imagery on the obverse deliberately evokes the memory of 
Alexander the Great, depicting himself as a semi-divine con- 
queror with flowing, windswept hair. This popular and desirable 
series represents the last great example of Hellenistic portraiture.

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of 
Anatolia, well positioned to take advantage of trade across and 
through the Sea of Marmara. Its coinage was in more or less con- 
tinuous production from about 550 BC to circa AD 630, a nearly 
1,200 year span unmatched by any other ancient mint. The tunny 
(tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from mid-6th century BC, 
when the city began striking electrum staters and fractions that 
circulated so widely the generic term for a stater became a cyzi- 
cenus. The fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus 
and it is likely the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage cur- 
rency, which carried over to become a mint symbol after the 
invention of coinage in nearby Lydia.

As a trusted general to Lysimachus, Philetaerus was made com- 
mander of Pergamum, and its treasury, in 301 BC. However, 
within a few years, he changed allegiance to a different 
Macedonian general, and former ally of Lysimachus, Seleucus I. 
As ruler of this Greek state, Philetaerus faced minimal oversight 
from the Seleucid Empire, especially after the assassination 
of Seleucus I, and gradually he began minting coins with his 
own name. The type featured here is an intriguing example of 
this transitionary period, when Pergamum was still technically 
loyal to the Seleucid Empire, but beginning to exercise more of 
its autonomy. The posthumous portrait of Seleucus I is a nod to 
this tenuous loyalty, but features Philetaerus’ personal reverse 
type with his name and Athena Nicephorus, the kingdom’s patron 
goddess. Eventually, the tetradrachms of this Athena series would 
use the bust of Philetaerus himself, distinguishing a clearer shift 
in sovereignty for the kingdom and Attalid dynasty.

Notes from Joe Linzalone of Wolfshead Gallery, describing this 
series: “The earliest lion-head trites, with a radiate sun on 
snout, were minted at the end of the reign of Sadyattes of Lydia. 
Contemporary with this coinage, an extremely rare boar head 
series was produced in denominations from one-third to 1/48th 
stater. Also, extremely rare inscribed issues of lion and boar coins 
were minted with the inscriptions KALIL and KUKALIM, trans- 
lating to “Of the Dynasty of Gyges,” the founder of the dynasty. 


The Lydian boar coinage, when seen, are typically hemihectes 
and smaller, thus the largest denomination is quite desirable. 


The Kukalim Kalil coinage is die linked to the first coinage of 
Alyattes when he ascended his father’s throne 
in 610 BC.”

Phanes was evidently a Carian or Ephesian minister or aristo- 
crat of the later 7th century BC. The name is known from a rare 
group of electrum staters and a lesser denominations that bear 
a stag and the Greek legend “I am the badge of Phanes” or “of 
Phanes.” These are among the earliest coins to bear legends. 
It has also been speculated that the name refers to a divinity, 
perhaps Apollo-Phaneos (light-bringer) or Artemis (due to the 
stag). The Phanes coinage falls into seven denominations, from a 
full stater down to a 1/96 stater, all featuring the stag in various 
poses; only the full stater and third-stater or trite are inscribed, 
but the distinctive rendering of the stag links all denominations 
of the series to the same issuer. The fact that Phanes is otherwise 
unattested as a king or satrap indicates the first coins may have 
been struck by private individuals, rather than governments or 
royal courts.

Omphale was a legendary queen of Lydia whose year-long inter- 
lude as the “dominatrix” mistress of the Greek hero Heracles 
presented ancient writers and artists an opportunity for erotic 
expression. After murdering his friend Iphitus in a drunken rage, 
Hercules was commanded by the Delphic Oracle to report to 
Omphale. They ordered him to serve her as an enslaved person 
and perform labors, similar to those he completed while serving 
Eurystheus. Omphale reportedly humiliated Heracles by making 
him wear women’s clothing and spin wool, stereotypical female 
roles. Meanwhile, she wore his Nemean lion headdress and 
held his club, as depicted on this lovely electrum hecte. After a 
time, Omphale freed Heracles and “married” him in the Eastern 
fashion. There was an element of sexual role reversal in the nar- 
rative that both amused and titillated the ancients.

Of all the the successors of Alexander the Great, Ptolemy more 
than any other sought to associate himself with the dead conquer- 
or. As Alexander's body was traveling through Syria on its way to 
Macedon in 321 BC, Ptolemy kidnapped it and brought it to Egypt, 
where he was then ruling as satrap. A magnificent tomb was 
set up at Alexandria to house Alexander’s remains. The whole 
operation was a terrific public relations move on Ptolemy's part; 
he now ruled the richest province of Alexander’s empire from 
a capital that bore his name and housed his remains. His early 
coinage bore Alexander’s portrait, as does this example. After 
defeating Perdiccas the same year, Ptolemy was the strongest of 
Alexander's former generals and could have made a bid to control 
all the conquered territories, but he had the wisdom to be content 
with wealthy Egypt. He spent the last 25 years of his life building 
up his kingdom in Egypt, which would go on to become the most 
prosperous, stable, and long-lasting of the major Hellenistic 
kingdoms, surviving until the death of his distant descendant 
Cleopatra in 30 BC.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued 
during the reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised 
portrait of Cleopatra II, who was the sister and later wife of both 
brothers. If such is the case, the K behind the head could refer to 
Kleopatra (on the original issues of Ptolemy L-III, from which 
the later issues were copied, the K was one of several letters used 
to designate obverse dies). Certainly the portrait on these later 
issues bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé I found on 
the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not these 
pieces do bear portraits of concurrent figures, it is a historical 
fact that the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably 
were women, including the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 
69 BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. 
She soon faced a succession crisis: Her weak-willed younger 
brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle 
of courtiers who feared Cleopatra’s keen intellect and reso- 
lute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, 
shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of 
Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey’s murder, but this only out- 
raged Caesar, who showed up days later and occupied the royal 
palace. Cleopatra had herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled 
into Caesar's presence for a meeting. This display of spunk by the 
nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two likely became 
lovers that night, and Caesar’s bitter Alexandrine War, which 
ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, was fought on her 
behalf: Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while Cleopatra 
conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 
BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She 
was thus in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 15 March 44 BC. 
Returning to Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir 
Marc Antony at Tarsus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful Roman 
general succumbed to Cleopatra’s charms, and within a year she 
had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. In 37 BC, Cleopatra 
provided money and supplies in support of Antony’s abortive 
invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on Armenia the follow- 
ing year. Antony's adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his 
increasing dependence on Cleopatra, and his promise to bestow 
most of Rome’s eastern possessions upon her and her children 
compelled his partner in power, Octavian, to declare war in 32 
BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign and suffered a heavy 
naval defeat at Actium in September of 31 BC, after which he 
and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, 
utilizing the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

The crocodile on the reverse is an allusion to Queen Cleopatra of 
Mauretania’s maternal heritage. She was the daughter of Antony 
and Cleopatra, the last queen of the Ptolemaic dynasty that had 
ruled Egypt, a land fertile with crocodiles, for three centuries. In 
the same period, Augustus also struck denarii with a crocodile on 
the reverse, which celebrated the Roman conquest of Egypt.

The unusual elephant headdress worn by Demetrius on this 
tetradrachm recalls the similar headgear sported by Alexander 
the Great on early coins of Ptolemaic Egypt, referring to his 
conquests in northern India. Demetrius also campaigned in India 
while serving a long apprenticeship under his father, Euthydemus 
I, as recorded on a dedicatory stone recently discovered north 
of Ai Khanoum in Afghanistan. After succeeding to the throne, 
he launched an invasion of northern India that extended Greek 
control into modern Pakistan. The historian Strabo claims “more 
tribes were subdued by [Demetrius] than Alexander.”

The traditional identification of the Gallic warrior depicted on 
the obverse of this issue as Vercingetorix, leader of the great 
Gallic rebellion against Caesar in 55-54 BC, is sometimes chal- 
lenged as unprovable and unlikely. However, there is ample 
precedent for Romans placing portraits and images of defeated 
enemy rulers on their coinage (most prominently Philip V and 
Perseus of Macedon), and there is no reason to rule out such an 
attribution. The head is quite distinctive in its features, showing a 
rather haggard and emaciated warrior with his hair in wild disar- 
ray, perhaps reflecting the appearance of a man held captive by 
Caesar for four long years since the surrender of Vercingetorix at 
Alesia in 52 BC. Ultimately, it would be another two years before 
he was finally paraded through the streets of Rome in chains in 
Caesar’s great triumph of 46 BC, after which the great champion 
of Gallic freedom was ritually strangled.

In the myth of the founding of Rome, Aeneas was the child of 
Venus and Anchises. With the fall of Troy, Aeneas, a Trojan 
warrior, was ordered by the gods to flee with a group of people 
including his father and son, lulus. After Aeneas’ own “Odyssey” 
through the Mediterranean, he landed in Italia, and his legacy 
would become the founding of Rome and his descendants would 
be Romulus and Remus. With this coins imagery, Julius Caesar 
refers to the mythical founding of Rome which was used to link 
Julius Caesar’s lineage to Iulus, then Aeneas, and finally to Venus. 
Caesar also used the obverse of this coin to lay claim to the 
goddess Venus over his opponent of the time, Pompey the Great. 
The reverse refers to the moment Aeneas fled Troy, carrying his 
father to safety with him. This story was later immortalized in 
Virgil’s Aenead, under the auspices of Augustus, who used this 
story to link himself by extension of his adoption by Julius Caesar 
to the founding of Rome.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar who might have 
ended up as his successor in power, had events taken a different 
turn. An experienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar's legates 
in Gaul from about 54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. 
He served Caesar loyally during the Civil War against Pompey 
and his successors in 48-45 BC and was appointed as Caesar's 
mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, when he struck the first truly large 
issue of gold aurei from the spoils of Caesar's campaigns. These 
aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic veiled female head on the 
obverse, were used to pay Caesar's soldiers after the great tri- 
umphal parade. After Caesar’s assassination, Hirtius initially 
supported Mark Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 
BC, he raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero 
and Octavian. His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 
BC, but Hirtius was killed in the conflict; his consular colleague 
Pansa also died a few days later, leaving Octavian and Antony 
masters of Rome. Modern historians owe Hirtius a debt of grati- 
tude for preserving and editing Caesar’s Commentaries on the 
Gallic and Civil Wars.

L. Munatius Plancus was one of the few Roman aristocrats who 
managed to navigate the transition from Republic to Empire with 
his life, career and fortune intact. An officer in Caesar’s army 
during his conquest of Gaul and the civil war against Pompey, 
Plancus was rewarded with the important office of Urban 
Praefect in 45 BC, during which term he struck both gold aurei 
and quinarii. He was Proconsul of Gallia Comata when Caesar 
was assassinated in 44 BC, and spent the next several years 
adroitly shifting allegiances from the pro-Senatorial faction led 
by Cicero, to Marc Antony, and to the Triumvirate, and finally to 
Octavian, the ultimate victor. In 27 BC, he made the formal pro- 
posal that the Senate grant Octavian the unprecedented title of 
Augustus, by which he is known to history. As a reward, Augustus 
named him to the prestigious office of Censor in 22 BC. The huge 
circular tomb of Plancus still stands on a hill in Gaeta, about 20 
miles from Rome.

This reverse type celebrates the recovery by Augustus of the 
legionary standards lost to the Parthians through the disas- 
trous campaigns of Crassus and Mark Antony in 53 and 36 BC. 
Augustus accomplished this triumph through diplomacy backed 
by military muscle. In 20 BC, Augustus embarked on a tour 
of the eastern provinces while his stepson Tiberius led a large 
army into Armenia, which had recently risen in revolt against 
its Parthian-installed king, Artaxes. Tiberius drove Artaxes into 
exile and crowned in his place Tigranes, who had been living as 
an honored exile in Rome for 10 years. The Parthians reacted 
meekly to this show of force and handed over the Roman stan- 
dards that had been prized possessions for many decades. Also 
of interest is the bust of a goddess identified as Feronia on the 
obverse. Feronia is an early Italic goddess worshipped by the 
Sabines and by the Roman plebs as a guarantor of their liber- 
ties. Her bust appears on several coins struck by this moneyer, P. 
Petronius Turpilianus, suggesting his family regarded her as a 
patron deity.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had 
a difficult act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of 
his reign, he did a commendable job running the vast empire 
bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged in 
no wars of conquest and kept the Empire’s finances in good 
order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and began 
handing off duties to his unscrupulous second fiddles, namely 
the Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, 
Macro. The resulting bloodbath among members of his own 
family, and their Senatorial supporters, tarnished his name 
throughout history. There are reports that, in the end, Tiberius 
did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, believed rumors 
that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a pillow, 
and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the 
plethora of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same 
simple design for both silver denarii and gold aurei for almost 
the entirety of his reign. This uniformity of type makes it virtu- 
ally impossible to date any particular aureus or denarius more 
precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of his 
reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in 
the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard 
about, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between 
AD 30 and 34. The coin associated most closely to Tiberius is 
the “Tribute Penny,” the silver version of this aureus, as they are 
mentioned in the Bible.

As a young man, Domitian was largely overshadowed by his 
older brother Titus, a situation that probably shaped his dour, 
resentful character. In AD 79, Vespasian was succeeded by Titus 
as Augustus, with Domitian taking the junior position of Caesar. 
Unfortunately, Titus ruled only two years before he fell ill and 
died, in September of AD 81. Domitian wasted no time in seizing 
power as the third emperor of the Flavian dynasty. He soon 
proved a conscientious, detail-oriented administrator who kept 
a firm hand on all facets of government. Despite his uneven 
military record, the legions loved Domitian for raising their pay 
by nearly 50 percent. However, Domitian’s suspicion of the aris- 
tocracy soon deepened into paranoia. Unsuccessful conspiracies 
against him, in AD 87 and 89, caused him to abandon all restraint, 
and by AD 93 Rome was in the grip of a new reign of terror. Even 
Domitian’s wife came to fear for her life, and she encouraged the 
emperor's personal attendants to plot against him, leading to his 
murder, in AD 96.

This reverse evokes the Founding of Rome Myth. Romulus and 
Remus were twins and children of Rhea Silvia, a Vestal Virgin, 
who was impregnated by Mars while she slept. Her uncle, King 
Amulius, feared they would threaten his reign and ordered their 
deaths. To protect her babies from him, Silvia placed her children 
in a basket and set them in the Tiber river, hoping fate would 
guide them to safety. With the help of the river god Tiberinus, the 
baby boys wound up at the future site of Rome and were found 
by the she-wolf. She nursed them and raised them for a time until 
they were adopted by a shepherd named Faustulus. The image of 
Romulus and Remus with the she-wolf became an icon of Rome; 
it was continuously depicted in art throughout the years of the 
Empire and into modern times.

This aureus, one of the few that does not represent Domitian’s 
patron goddess Minerva on the reverse, was struck for a “double 
triumph” celebrated in AD 89, celebrating his German campaign 
of AD 88-89 and a near contemporaneous “victory” over the 
Dacians. In truth, both victories were rather questionable: The 
German campaign began as a rebellion against Domitian’s rule 
by the legions of the upper Rhine, put down with great difficulty, 
while the victory over the Dacians only came after a series of 
humiliating defeats.

This aureus was struck between the death of Hadrian (10 July AD 
138) and Antoninus’s assumption of the titles Augustus and Pius, 
and the beginning of his second consulship on I January AD 139. 
It is commonly asserted, based on the biography of Antoninus 
in the Historia Augusta, that Antoninus engaged in a lengthy 
negotiation over the deification of his predecessor Hadrian with 
a recalcitrant Senate, which was upset by Hadrian’s executions 
toward the end of Hadrian’s reign and more inclined to issue a 
Damnatio against his name. Antoninus is said to have refused the 
title of Augustus and threatened to abdicate his position as Caesar 
unless the deification was carried out; the Senate, concerned 
over a possible civil war, finally relented. Mindful of Antoninus’s 
efforts on behalf of his adoptive father, the Senate granted him 
the honorific Pius (“dutiful”). This aureus, which immediately 
followed coins struck by Antoninus as Caesar lacking the title 
Augustus, seems to confirm that he accepted the titles Augustus 
and Pius simultaneously, as they are both noted in the reverse 
legend. However, he is still listed as COS DES II (“designated 
Consul for the second time”): Although now emperor, he refused 
to “jump the gun” by assuming the consulship before 1 January 
of the new year, pointing to his punctiliousness in observing the 
Republican traditions.

Unlike the restless Hadrian, Antoninus never left Italy and was 
content to rule from Rome. Stability and equanimity were his 
watchwords, and his policies kept the Empire on an even keel 
for 24 years. He put no one to death, friend or foe. Only minor 
flare-ups in northern Britain and north Africa disturbed the 
general peace. The frontiers were maintained and defended, with 
his decision to build a new wall in Britain 80 miles north of the 
Hadrian's Wall the only instance of imperial expansion. He care- 
fully groomed Marcus Aurelius as his successor, but neglected 
to provide him any military training. In fact, the mild, civilian 
character of his reign may have unwittingly allowed storm clouds 
to gather and strengthen both within and beyond the frontiers. 
Nevertheless, later generations viewed Antoninus as the perfect 
emperor, and the tranquility of his reign took on the sheen of a 
lost golden age.

An enduring mystery is the excellent quality of the Roman coinage 

of Gordian I and LI, whose reign totaled 21 days, during which 
neither emperor left North Africa. Despite their brief production 
run, coins of Gordian I and II are notable for their fine portrai- 
ture and careful quality control. Both portraits are distinctive, 
carefully engraved, and clearly modeled on the actual rulers. 
There seems to have been no “interim phase” during which the 
imperial portrait was simply a modified version of the predeces- 
sor (as with Trajan and Maximinus I, both of whom were absent 
from Rome when raised to the purple). Two possibilities suggest 
themselves: (1) The “spontaneous” revolt of the Gordians in 
Africa had actually been carefully planned in advance, with coin 
dies prepared in secret from busts provided to the mint workers 
by their backers in the Senate; (2) the production of coins for 
Gordian I and II extended well beyond their brief reign, perhaps 
running concurrently with the coinage of Balbinus, Pupienus and 
Gordian III as Caesar, allowing time for proper effigies of the 
deceased rulers to be provided to the mint.

Struck during a period when Byzantium was paying enormous 
tribute to the Huns, this coin very well could have been part of 
the 700 pounds of gold (50,400 solidi) that Constantinople sent to 
the Huns every year after AD 433. Following a successful Hunnic 
invasion of the Balkans in AD 447, the tribute was tripled to an 
unthinkable sum of 151,200 solidi per year. These truly exorbitant 
tribute payments lasted only three years, however, as Marcian

Apparently unpublished with this obverse legend. The style and 
legends indicate an Alexandrian issue as opposed to Cyprus, 
and similar style coins are plated in both Sear and Dumbarton 
Oaks. However, both sources are missing an example with the 
combination of attributes found on this piece. Sear 719 and DO 
Ll read D N ERACAIO CONSVAI BA / VICTORIA-CONSAB IA 
with CONOB (N retrograde) below, but the style is cruder, the 
cross potent is on four steps, and is only known for Indictional 
Year 11. Sear 720 and DO 13 are of the correct style and 
Indictional Year, but with legend D M N HERACAIO CONSVAI 
IB / VICTORIA-CONSAB IB with standard CONOB below. 


Discontent with the tyrannical regicide Phocas boiled over into 
all-out rebellion in AD 608. In the six years following his murder 
of Maurice Tiberius and family, Phocas had allowed the institu- 
tions of the civil bureaucracy and military to decay, all the while 
purging political opponents and threats to his power. The Exarch 
of Africa, Heraclius, decided he would liberate the empire from 
the despot occupying the throne in Constantinople. A Maurice 
appointee, Heraclius had never been friendly with his mur- 
derer and usurper. Heraclius the Exarch (commonly known as 
Heraclius the Elder) and his son of the same name were declared 
consuls by the Senate of Carthage, hence the titles of the pair on 
coins of their revolt, including this piece (HERACLIO CONSVLI). 
Father and son also appear here on consular robes, not entirely 
unfamiliar but scarce on Eastern Roman coinage of the period. 
The father was already an old man, so he sent his son with the 
African army to depose Phocas and bring stability back to the 
empire. Heraclius the Younger reached Egypt (where and when 
this coin was struck) by 609, and the following year, with Persian 
forces closing in on Antioch, Heraclius set sail from Alexandria 
to Constantinople. The capital was already sparsely defended 
due to the ongoing Persian war and Phocas’ purges of the army, 
but the defection of the commander of the imperial bodyguard 
sealed Phocas’ fate. He was brought onto Heraclius’ ship and 
executed, allegedly by Heraclius himself. Phocas lives on in 
history as one of Byzantium’s worst emperors.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first 
numismatic representation of Jesus and immediately followed 
the ruling of the Trullan Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be 
depicted in human form. Justinian II was ostentatiously devout 
and placing the divine image on his coinage was a reflection of 
this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, and was 
likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by 
Hellenistic depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that 
Justinian’s choice to produce this new type came in response to 
the Umayyad caliph ‘Abd al-Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style 
solidi bearing the Islamic statement of faith (the shahada) in AD 
692, which he used in payment of tribute to the Emperor prior to 
the decisive Umayyad victory at the Battle of Sebastopolis later 
that year.

Justinian II returned to power ten years after being overthrown 
with a slightly different appearance. The popular revolt that 
had overthrown Justinian in 695 was set on making sure he 
would never rule again, so the mob cut off his nose, in theory 
rendering him illegitimate to sit on the throne. Plotting his return 
for ten years, the ever-determined Justinian retook the throne 
with Bulgarian assistance and appeared before the people of 
Constantinople in the Hippodrome. The emperor wore a pros- 
thetic nose made of solid gold, a shocking sight for the terrified 
populace. Their fear was justified; Justinian soon ordered a 
public purge of those who were in any way connected to the revolt 
against him in 695, including the Patriarch, who he had mutilated, 
blinded, and exiled. With his position for the moment secure, 
Justinian could turn his attention to other matters. He soon 
placed a new portrait of Christ on his coinage, differing from 
the “classic” sacred image of the coins of his first reign. Jesus 
is shown in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, 
curly hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses 
and medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various 
theories have been put forth to explain this abrupt change in 
iconography, but it remains mysterious. At any rate, young, curly 
headed Christ proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be 
until the end of the iconoclastic era, in the late 9th century AD, 
that Christ would again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the 
image would revert to the more traditional long-haired visage of 
Justinian II’s first reign. The gold coinage and anonymous folles 
of the tenth and eleventh centuries also retained a more tradition- 
al, nimbate, and long-haired Christ. Consequently, the youthful 
Christ portraits of Justinian II's second reign represent a rare 
period of deviation from the conventions of Byzantine religious 
numismatic art.

Although often cited as only a mild civil servant thrust into the 
role of short-reigning emperor, Anastasius II Artemius was 
rather a more formidable character than his origins might 
suggest. An imperial secretary to several emperors, he ascended 
to the purple when soldiers from the volatile Opsikian Theme in 
Thrace rose up and overthrew the Emperor Philippicus, whose 
unorthodox religious views had alienated the populace and 
soldiery. Artemius was chosen for his intimate knowledge of the 
imperial bureaucracy and orthodox religion. He chose to rule 
under the name Anastasius in honor of the ruler of two centu- 
ries previous who had strengthened the Empire through sound 
financial measures. One of his first actions was to arrest and 
execute the conspirators against Philippicus and impose harsh 
discipline on the army. Understanding that Constantinople would 
soon be besieged by Arab armies, he repaired the walls and 
ordered construction of a new fleet, which he sent on a success- 
ful preemptive raid of Rhodes. He also placed the army of the 
Anatolian Theme under the command of the talented general Leo 
the Isaurian, later emperor, and ordered it to invade Syria. In the 
meantime, however, the unruly Thracian troops tired of his dis- 
cipline and revolted a second time. After a two-month siege, they 
took Constantinople and replaced Anastasius with another civil 
servant, who ascended the throne as Theodosius III. Anastasius 
fled to Nicaea, where he abdicated and entered a monastery. 
Four years later, he attempted to resume the throne, but he was 
captured and executed.

Minimal evi- 
dence of handling confirms the Gem designation, as does the 
active luster and fantastic detail sculpting the devices. Bested by 
two examples on the NGC census.

Victoria gold “Shield” Sovereign 1884-M MS64 PCGS, 
Melbourne mint, KM6, S-3854A. Bested by a single MS64+ out 
of the 356 specimens graded across the major companies, show- 
casing rolling luster and exquisite execution of the devices. 


Victoria gold Sovereign 1897-M MS65+* NGC, Melbourne 
mint, KM13, S-3875, Marsh-157. Not a scarce date/mint com- 
bination and admittedly the “Veiled Head” sovereigns saw less 
circulation than their predecessors, but even after all that said the 
present cataloger is in awe with this stunning specimen bestowed 
with both “plus” and “star” superlatives. Currently the sole finest 
certified out of 633 pieces across the board and hands down the 
nicest we have ever had the pleasure of handling, this Gem boasts 
flashy open expanses contrasting with the golden frost carefully 
laid on the raised motifs.

56.22gm Cabinet toned to perfection, with a 
delicate silver color to the raised features contouring their reliefs 
yet higher, the present 2 Taler offers a degree of eye appeal that 
nearly exceeds its assigned grade. A mild camber to the flan 
creates a further play of light across the surfaces, producing a 
very attractive specimen indeed.

“Savior of the World” Medal that is much less frequently encoun- 
tered, and may relate to handful of examples engraved by Johann 
Michael Hoffmann in the late 17th and early 18th century. Despite 
the damage, each side presents surprisingly well and the reverse 
Vienna city scene is very charming. For the sake of accuracy, 
there is a faint “1683” inscribed below the bust of Christ.

Portraying a lovely medallic aesthetic, flashy splendor, and 
chiseled motifs. 


Ferdinand I gold Ducat 1848-A MS64 NGC, Vienna mint, 
KM2262, Fr-481. Final year of type. Tied for the highest grade 
at NGC, capped by the grade-defining chatter but still overtly 
lustrous and boldly rendered. 


Franz Joseph I Proof “Railway” 2 Taler 1857-A PR62 Cameo 
NGC, Vienna mint, KM2246.1, Dav-20. Wreath tips between 
“KA.” Commemorating the completion of the South Austrian 
Railway between Vienna and Trieste, a technological feat at the 
time, spanning approximately 350 miles in length and featuring 
one of the earlier depictions of a locomotive on a coin. A sought- 
after caliber for this more contested type, the piece at hand wears 
reflective mirrors that are tinted with a hint of champagne tone 
throughout. 
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Franz Joseph I Proof “Reopening of Kuttenberg Mines” 2 
Florin 1887 PR61 NGC, KM-XM_7, Dav-33, Thun-467. Struck 
to commemorate the reopening of the Kuttenberg mines, which 
traces its roots back to the medieval period as a powerful com- 
mercial and political center of Bohemia, second only to Prague 
until the modern era. An exceedingly scarce issue with a total 
mintage of 400, with only a fraction being original Proofs. The 
sample at hand conveys an exacting strike and a steely appear- 
ance framed by navy-toned halos at the peripheries. 


Franz Joseph I gold Ducat 1866-E MS64 NGC, Karlsburg 
(Romania) mint, KM2265, Fr-236. An uncommon date and mint 
combination, especially when offered with such bountiful mint 
bloom. Tied with one other example for finest known at NGC. 


Franz Joseph I gold Ducat 1897 MS66 NGC, KM2267, Fr-493. 
Tied with one other specimen for NGC’s top pop, absolutely 
singing with luster that whips around the meticulously rendered 
devices.

Exquisite luster provides a semi-Prooflike glint to the flan, all 
wrapped in a strong goldenrod tone. A single specimen ranks half 
a grade point higher at NGC.

A captivating offering 
adorned with iridescent hues throughout the lustrous surfaces, 
showing a rarely-encountered original appearance of this type. 
Currently tied with two other examples across NGC and PCGS 
for the finest certified grade. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1823 PTS-PJ AU55 NGC, Potosi 
mint, KM91, Cal-1827, Onza-1307 (Rare). A difficult issue to 
locate in problem-free Almost Uncirculated condition and above.

Type IV crowned “250” coun- 
termark on 200 Reis from the Evora mint. A bold stamp on a 
expansive-flan, scarce host.

A 
survivor of the minting experiments of King Pedro H, who repur- 
posed the Cruzados and 1/2 Cruzados of Alfonso VI (his brother) 
and Joao IV (his father) in an attempt to reform hammered coins 
into milled types. For each type, Pedro minted new legends with 
the respective name of the king under whom the issues were first 
struck, which are nearly preserved in their entirety on the piece at 
hand. A bold counterstamp and a host with luminous legends.

A bold strike with a clear counterstamp on a slate-toned host. 
Though the host’s date isn’t visible, the assayer initial is clear, 
dating it to a latter date than the initial counterstamping, making 
this an interesting study piece for Brazilian type collectors. 


Pedro II gold 4000 Reis 1698/7-(B) AU50 PCGS, Bahia mint, 
KM839, cf. LMB-26 (unlisted overdate). Second type, narrow 
crown. “PORTVGxREXx” variety. Key-date of its type, this 
interesting issue has the 1696 obverse die combined with the 
1697 reverse die, the latter with a re-engraved date. A reddish 
gold-toned example, showing minimally handled surfaces with 
detailed motifs. 


Pedro II gold 4000 Reis 1703-R MS64 NGC, Rio de Janeiro 
mint, KM101, LMB-34. First year of issue. A crackling near- 
Gem showing intricate motifs and lustrous, velveteen fields. The 
second highest graded recorded by both NGC and PCGS. 


Joao V gold 1000 Reis 1727-M AU50 NGC, Minas Gerais mint, 
KM113, LMB-235. Final date and second key to series, missing 
from several major collections including Eliasberg. Besting the 
RLM example at XF Details, this representative is tied with one 
other specimen for NGC’s top pop. Fully struck yet displaying 
honest rub, which is counteracted by deep silhouetting that serves 
to rearticulate the devices.

The indicators of a 
cleaning are rather faint, as the retoned obverse largely mirrors 
the original reverse, while several of the coin’s high points, 
including the diademed crown, appear unhandled. 


Joao V gold 12800 Reis (Dobra) 1731-M MS62 PCGS, Minas 
Gerais, KM148, LMB-287a. The finest example of this date/type 
that we’ve offered since 2015. The piece at hand is a survivor of 
the 1732 monetary reform that repurposed Dobras by superim- 
posing a new milled edge over the old diagonal mill, a procedure 
displayed on the piece at hand where both edge types are visible 
along the peripheries. Blessed with active bloom and amber-plum 
toning in the expanses, this offering ranks well on the PCGS 
census, only bested by a single MS63. 


Joao V gold 20000 Reis (Dobrao) 1725-M UNC Details 
(Cleaned) NGC, Minas Gerais mint, KM117, LMB-249. A warm 
honey-gold color illuminates the coin, with some darker toning 
near the rims. Struck in the province of Vila Rica during the 
peak of the Brazilian gold rush, which provided far more gold 
to the Portuguese in a few decades than all the gold mined in the 
Spanish Americas across several centuries. 


Jose I gold 1000 Reis 1752-(L) MS64 NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM162.1, LMB-300. Second Type, IOSEPHUS/DOMINUS. 
Finely chiseled devices and superlative luster place this specimen 
on the doorstep of Gem. 


Jose I gold 3200 Reis 1756/2-R AU Details (Surface Hairlines) 
NGC, Rio de Janeiro mint, KM183.2, cf. LMB-414 (unlisted 
overdate). A minimally handled piece showing an antique-gold 
tone which indicates being long ago cleaned. Though Guimaraes 
only lists 1756/5, a 5/2 is clear, a date not listed for this denomina- 
tion but found in 800, 1600 and 6400 Reis, indicative that 1752

An issue absent from most advanced 960 Reis’ collec- 
tions, the 1822 960 Reis from the Bahia mint was struck in the 
year Brazil declared its independence from Portugal. On top of 
the chaotic historical background, it was struck in the somewhat 
provincial Bahia mint, exponentially scarcer than its Rio coun- 
terpart. The present offering displays a sound strike with bold 
denomination, mint and date, as well as a clear reverse with a 
well-defined shield. Worthy of attention from quality-minded and 
advanced 960 Reis type collectors.

Republic “Volcano” Peso 1822 SANTIAGO-FI MS63 PCGS, 
Santiago mint, KM82.2, WR-7, Elizondo-87. A superb example of 
this immensely popular type, seemingly even finer in hand than 
the grade suggests, exhibiting a highly engaging old-time patina 
infused with lilac and traces of iridescence over gleaming fea- 
tures. Exceedingly difficult in this premium quality, and the ideal 
representative for the lover of both original tone and commend- 
able preservation. Tied with one other specimen for the highest 
grade at PCGS.

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Republic silver Proof Pattern 2 Pesos 1914-So PR Details

issue featuring the majestic Condor rendition. This example is 
significantly bright and lustrous but it does some show evidence 
of cleaning along with some rather heavy adjustment marks made 
to the planchet before striking (on the obverse).

Type 
without hat. A reasonably-priced example of this sought-after 
portrait type, that, despite the noted interventions, displays a 
good deal of appeal via a mottled amber and lavender patina that 
rests on the surfaces.

PCGS, KM-Y345, L&M-109, Kann-623. A lustrous Choice 
example of this recognizable Junk type, awash with revolving 
glow and a soothing champagne tone.

A one-year type of considerable 
rarity and historical importance since it is the last Onza struck 
by Ecuador before the country adopted the French Decimal stan- 
dard by law of December 5, 1856. Only 6,850 pieces were struck 
and many were subsequently melted since the aforementioned 
law stipulated that coins struck to the previous Spanish colonial 
standard (such as the present issue) would not be considered legal 
tender after October 15, 1866. An unlikely survivor and one that 
always generates substantial enthusiasm, brought to market by 
our firm only once every few years, with many succumbing to the 
usual conditional issues and imperfections that plague this rather 
crude series. Marigold accents decorate the recesses, framing the 
characteristically weak portrait of Bolivar. Tying the Eliasberg 
specimen in technical fineness, we can only imagine where inter- 
est may lie when crossing the auction block.

This Choice example 
is gleaming with satiny luster but it also displays some whole- 
some speckled russet-hued patina draping the peripheries. 


ESSEQUIBO & DEMERARY 


British Colony. George III 3 Guilders 1809 MS62 PCGS, 
London mint, KM8, Pr-4. A tremendous early 19th century 
British Colonial Crown-sized emission, immensely coveted in 
Mint State. This type is often plagued with production quality 
issues, most notably observed on the obverse via a flat strike 
and generally poor detail on George’s bust. Though this example 
does display these unfortunate characteristics, the eye appeal is 
bolstered by the elusive presence of a full layer of glossy mint 
bloom and a wholesome light patina of champagne and russet 
tones. Experts of the series will undoubtedly appreciate the level 
of preservation found on this near-Choice Mint State example, 
that is one grade point away from the condition consensus at both 
major grading services. 


ETHIOPIA 


Menelik I Birr EE 1892 (1900) MS61 Prooflike NGC, Paris 
mint, KM19. An impressive piece with flashy mirrored fields that 
are well worth the Prooflike designation. Despite the presence of 
minimal hairlines, the reflective surfaces together with the well- 
defined details make this piece worthy of fierce bids. 


Menelik II gold Werk EE 1889 (1897) MS65 NGC, Addis 
Ababa mint, KM18, Gill-Y13. A substantial beauty for the type 
that is consistently witnessed with conditional modifiers or in 
lesser Mint State preservations, yet seen here as a confident Gem. 
Seemingly deserving of an advanced Prooflike designation via 
deep reflectivity and frosted devices, yet still ranking among the 
finest. 


Ras Tafari Makonnen gold “Coronation” Medal EE 1921 
(1928) MS63 NGC, Addis Ababa mint, KM-X17, Gill-RT15. 
21.45gm. In reality, Ras Tafari Makonnen was crowned as the 
Emperor of Ethiopia in 1930, but he was de facto ruler of country 
already in 1928 while the reigning Empress Zewditu was focusing 
on religious activities. The present example is a delightfully lem- 
on-gold and lively display, the fields imbued with prolific luster 
and attractive. A tremendous selection for the quality-conscious 
collector as the finest graded at NGC. 
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FALKLAND ISLANDS 


British Colony. Elizabeth II gold Proof “Royal Wedding 10th 
Anniversary” 5 Pounds 1991 PR70 Deep Cameo PCGS, K M33, 
Fr-13. Mintage: 200. Struck to commemorate the 10th wedding 
anniversary of Prince Charles and Lady Diana, with the Prince 
of Wales’ plumes atop silhouetted busts, centered within a wreath. 
Certified to perfection and accompanied by the original case. 


FINLAND 


Republic gold 200 Markkaa 1926-S MS66 NGC, Helsinki mint, 
KM29, Fr-7. An elusive one-year type that never really circulated, 
and examples may have remained safely ensconced in bank vaults 
for nearly a century. From a reported mintage of 50,000 pieces; 
presently tied with 6 others in NGC census and just one piece 
scoring half a point higher. With few trivial instances of contact 
barely noticeable on the mellowed-gold fields, it seems these do 
not come meaningfully much finer than this.

Lustrous bar brass veils this highly 
collectable piece with shimmering, semi-reflective fields. 


Napoleon III gold 50 Francs 1862-A MS64 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM804.1, Gad-1112. With 6 struck over 5 in the date. The high- 
point detail here is extraordinary as is the gleaming luster that 
covers the surfaces. Dings on the bust prevent this specimen from 
reaching the top of the PCGS census. 


Napoleon III gold 50 Francs 1862-A MS64 PCGS, Paris mint, 
KM804.1, Gad-1112. With 6 struck over 5 in the date. The details 
appear in full-mint bloom on this lustrous specimen that sits one 
spot removed from the top of the PCGS population report.

When found in Choice condition, the beauty 
of this reverse design is hard to match. In this case, the full- 
feathered eagle and embroidery around the edges of the imperial 
mantle are presented in full detail.

Henri V Pretender silver Specimen Essai 5 Francs 1873 SP63 
PCGS, KM-X38, Maz-927. A fleeting Pretender issue struck to 
a silver Crown-sized specification. Encountered at major auction 
only sparingly, the last of this type that crossed the auction block 
through our firm was an NGC MS62 example from the Cape 
Coral Collection that hammered for an impressive $3600 in 2020. 
This technically superior Specimen exhibits dark, gun-metal 
patina accompanied by polychromatic iridescence; both of which 
compliment the exquisitely rendered detail to an appreciable 
degree. 


Republic gold 20 Francs 1888-A MS63 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM825. A conditional outlier for a highly popular and surpris- 
ingly scarce date, embellished by a rose-gold patina and ample 
mint brilliance. 


Republic gold 50 Francs 1878-A MS62 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM831, Gad-1113, F-549. Mintage: 5,294. A date that we have not 
offered in three years, which might be an indication of its relative 
scarcity. Held in check by the usual bag marks and perhaps even 
fatigued dies, this example is nevertheless clearly uncirculated, 
and retains its crisp strike and even some of its original luster. 


Republic gold 50 Francs 1887-A MS62 NGC, Paris mint, 
KM831, Gad-1113, F-549. Mintage: 301. Scattered abrasions 
define the grade on this uncirculated rarity that shares the top 
spot in the NGC census. A real prize within the series and a date 
that we have not handled in eight years.

Cameo PCGS, Paris mint, KM880, Fr-598, Gad-1148. Flan bruni 
variety. Featuring a stunning and exemplary Art-Deco design 
motif, this “L. Bazor” creation is a highly collected work of 
numismatic art. The “Deep Cameo” expanses provide a lus- 
cious backdrop for the raised motifs, most notably the awesome 
Phrygian cap Liberty on the obverse. This amber-tinged golden 
specimen was awarded a desirable “plus” designation and only a 
single PCGS certified DCAM example sits above this one in the 
population report.

Struck to a weight of 16 Ducats. A resplendent example of this 
seldom-seen Medal, struck for presentation by the Department 
of Agriculture and Trade to Mr. Baudoin for the layout of his pig 
shop. Abundant mint flash and polish resides across the expanses, 
framing the script reverse and high relief portrait of Marianne to 
the obverse. Accompanied by the original box.

MS63 NGC, 50mm. 94.77gm. By A. Dubois. Three firefight- 
ers directing fire engine toward burning building; in exergue 
DEVOUEMENT COURAGE / EMULATION // MINISTERE 
DE L’INTERIEUR SAPEURS-POMPIERS / CONCOURS / 
DU HAVRE / 31 MAI 1903 / DIVISION / D’EXCELLENCE 
/ SAPEURS-POMPIERS / DE CAEN Laurel wreath with text 
inside concentric circle. Struck to celebrate the extraordinary 
efforts of the Caen Fire Department during the competition 
between Le Havre area firefighters. Displaying minimal handling 
and laudable execution. 


Republic gold Specimen Piefort 50 Francs 1974 SP66 PCGS, 
Paris mint, KM-P510. Mintage: 241. Always an in-demand type 
due to miniscule mintages and the allure of large, thick gold coins 
made with exacting precision. Although no Cameo designation 
was rendered by PCGS, it is plain to see this impressive gold piece 
boasts mirrors and radiance to at least a Cameo level. 


FRENCH COCHIN CHINA 


French Colony Essai 2 Sapeque 1879-A AU Details 
(Environmental Damage) NGC, Paris mint, KM-E5, Lec-9a. 
Non-perforated variety, anchor mintmark. A remarkably rare 
piece despite the conditional modifier, darkly patinated and fea- 
turing very light, balanced wear.

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German Colony. Wilhelm II copper-nickel Specimen Pattern 
10 Heller 1911-A SP64 PCGS, Berlin mint, KM-Pn2, cf. Schaaf 
719/G2 (there in nickel). Trial strike of the adopted design, includ- 
ing mintmark. This is the only example at PCGS and a true rarity 
for the specialist. 


German Colony. Wilhelm II 2 Rupien 1893 MS62 PCGS, 
Berlin mint, KMS, J-714. Unusual mottled pastel-colored toning 
dresses each side of this large colonial African silver issue that is 
generally found in circulated condition. 


German Colony. Wilhelm II gold 15 Rupien 1916-T MS63 
PCGS, Tabora mint, KM16.1, J-728b. Arabesque below “T” of 
OSTAFRIKA variety. The surge of interest in German colonials 
has driven bidder enthusiasm for this remarkable type, which 
features the trumpeting elephant and mountain backdrop. The 
granular surfaces and slightly muted devices are hallmarks of 
the type, though this example benefits from a pretty, beige-gold 
patina. This issue is sure to reward its new owner. 


GERMAN NEW GUINEA 


German Colony. Wilhelm II Mark 1894-A MS67 PCGS, 
Berlin mint, KMS, J-705. Mintage: 33,000. Always a crowd 
pleaser and increasingly coveted by collectors for its historical 
significance and the stylistic bird of paradise design, this issue is 
simply impeccable, with deeply lustrous centers that turn kalei- 
doscopic towards the peripherals. There is only one finer known 
example despite over 240 issues certified between the major ser- 
vices. 


GERMAN STATES 


AUGSBURG 


Augsburg. Free City 1/2 Taler 1643 MS64 NGC, KM79. A 
type that hardly ever surfaces at auction, this particular example 
stamps an immense amount of beauty onto a 4 Taler frame. The 
reverse features the classic Augsburg city view with the symbolic 
pinecone in the foreground. On the obverse, Ferdinand’s armor 
glitters with near-complete detail. The argent surfaces on this 
single-graded example at NGC are softened by the presence of 
mellow pastel hues. 


Augsburg. Free City Taler 1745-IT MS62 NGC, Augsburg 
mint, KM157, Dav-1925. An attractive one-year type with a 
reconceptualized presentation of the classic Augsburg imagery, 
which eschews the usual escutcheon surrounding the pinecone 
and instead displays it in the raised hand of a seated city goddess. 
The surfaces benefit from swatches of subtle color while char- 
coal appears along the peripherals. While some Augsburg issues 
appear frequently at auction, this is not one of them. In fact, this 
is only the third time that we have handled the type.

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Augsburg. Free City gold Ducat 1742-IT MS63 NGC, KM147, 
Fr-94. With the portrait, name and title of Karl VI. Featuring 
the pronounced bust of Emperor Karl VII who famously ended 
three centuries of Habsburg rule, this scarce gold issue depicts 
the iconic Augsburg pinecone in slightly modified form, in this 
case in the raised hand of a seated city goddess. The definition 
on this handsome piece is sharper than usual for lustrous gold, 
with clear delineation between the fields and devices. Expect 
elevated bidder interest for this Choice showpiece. 


Prince-Bishop Christian August of the House of Holstein-Gottorp 
died in 1726, leaving his son Charles Augustus to assume the seat. 
However, Charles Augustus’s sudden death in 1727 left the seat 
vacant once again, this time to be filled by another son, Adolf 
Frederick, who would also ascend the throne of Sweden in 1751.

Immensely frosty and uncharacteristically 
fine, expressing fine argent appearances and waves of cascading 
luster.

Bamberg. Lothar Franz von Schénborn gold 2 Ducats 1696 
AUS55 NGC, KM94 (rare), Fr-1669 (listed under Mainz). 6.92gm. 
Mintage: 1,441. An intriguing medallic emission commemorating 
the Peace of Rijswijk (Treaty of Ryswick) that ended the Nine 
Years’ War. Depicting Minerva with an olive branch in her hand 
and leaning to a shield with an image of the Medusa. Exhibiting 
balanced wear from honest circulation and pleasing, honeyed 
tone. Sold with an old envelope and tray tag.

Karl Albert silver Medal 1739-Dated AU53 NGC, 
Witt-1868. 48mm, 60.34g (weight of 2 Taler). By F. Schega. Rarely 
seen struck in the weight of a two Taler. Admitting mild handling 
across the flan, this piece remains a commendable specimen with 
good remaining detail complemented by a cabinet patina. 


Bavaria. Maximilian II gold Ducat 1853 MS63 Deep Prooflike 
NGC, Munich mint, KM839, Fr-277. Mintage: 5,603. Arms 
reverse. An entirely Prooflike piece boasting brilliant, highly 
reflective fields and a generous layer of frost decorating the 
motifs. The sole example in NGC census to have been awarded 
with this extraordinary superlative. 


Bavaria. Maximilian II gold Specimen “First Test” Medal 
1861 SP62 PCGS, Hauser-536. 54.43gm. “First Test” strike. 
By L. Leigh. Edge reads “TRES RESPECTUEUX HOMAGE 
DU FONDATEUR, LE CONSEILLER DUTRAVNE 
RECONNAISSANT”. Bearing the bust of Maximilian’s 
brother, Prince Adalbert. Produced as a sample, presented to the 
Wittelsbach family for their approval; this is substantiated through 
the incised inscription ‘lére Epreuve” (First Test), indicating this 
was the very first trial for this large-sized and high-relief gold 
design. Presumably unique as such, scattered contact marks and 
hairlines reside in the fields in accordance with the grade. An 
extremely rare and charismatic medal. 


Bavaria. Ludwig II 2 Mark 1880-D MS64 NGC, Munich mint, 
KM903, J-41. Mintage: 169,000. A very scarce, low mintage issue 
seldom seen in such a pristine state of preservation. The patina 
consists of slightly mottled pastel tones and a matte-like appear- 
ance. 
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Bavaria. Otto Proof 5 Mark 1908-D PR66 Deep Cameo PCGS, 
Munich mint, KM915, J-46. A stunning blizzard-white Bavarian 
Crown offering, highly scarce when offered with such mesmer- 
izing Cameo and chatter-free surfaces. This is the only DCAM 
example certified by PCGS. 


Bavaria. Ludwig III gilt-silver Specimen Pattern 20 Mark 
1914-D SP65 PCGS, Munich mint, KM-Pn48, Schaaf-202G7. A 
rara avis for the Empire collector, this gilt Pattern reveals the 
nuanced motifs with outstanding clarity. 


BERG 


Berg. Joachim Murat Taler (Reichs) 1806-TS AU55 NGC, 
KM11. A wholly respectable representative of this scarce 
Napoleonic issue with old marks to the portrait and central areas 
of the reverse, balanced highpoint wear, and attractive dapples 
of iridescent teal and lilac toning nestling in the legends. This 
one-year type reports a mintage of just 8,356 pieces and is highly 
collectible whenever encountered in any meaningful state of pres- 
ervation, and we expect it receives thoughtful consideration from 
informed collectors. 


BRANDENBURG 


Brandenburg. Friedrich Wilhelm Taler 1664-AB AU58 NGC, 
Berlin mint, KM333, Dav-6194. Mintage: 2,972. Exhibiting 
a charcoal patina enlivened by bursts of lemon and lime that 
brighten the devices. Doubling occurs on the legends on both the 
obverse and reverse, rewarding the careful viewer. Our first time 
handling this type, with this the only example certified at NGC. 


BRUNSWICK-LUNEBURG- 
CALENBERG-HANNOVER 


Brunswick-Liineburg-Calenberg. Johann Friedrich “Palm” 
Taler 1676 MS63 PCGS, Clausthal mint, KM149.2, Dav-6573. An 
absolute stunner with exacting execution of the recognizable palm 
tree motif and related legend “Ex Duris Gloria” or “From Suffering 
Arises Glory.” An enchanting lavender patina supplemented by 
lapis, amber, and scarlet hues enlivens the bloom-infused sur- 
faces, leading to an unparalleled visual effect. Positioned at the 
apex of the PCGS population and boasting a desirable pedigree.

A delightful 
example from the instantly recognizable “Wildman” series, blan- 
keted in silvery gray toning with enchanting lemon and amber 
silhouetting. Despite the presence of the noticeable flan crack 
in the center, this piece earns its place as the sole finest graded 
example at NGC.

Initial as M 
variety. The radiant sun motif proves an apt metaphor as this piece 
blazes with brilliant luster. Perfectly round and firmly struck, this 
scarce gold piece is the best-known surviving example and the 
only to be certified by NGC. 


Cologne. Clemens August von Bayern gold Ducat 1750-M 
MS63 PCGS, Bonn mint, KM147, Fr-838. Variety with M (for 
Johan Konrad Marme) below bust and IK (Jacob Kohlhass) on the 
reverse indicating the two mintmasters. A very scarce gold type, 
seldom encountered outside of Germany and only the second we 
have had the pleasure of handling thus far. The reverse appears 
quite literally radiating with eager luster chasing the motif on 
this firmly struck piece, presently standing as the sole example in 
PCGS graded population.

A visually intriguing 
example of this yield Taler, the obverse proudly showcasing a 
meticulously detailed hen while the reverse pays homage to the 
miners and yield for which this issue is responsible. A coveted 
type that is an uncommon sight at major auction, even in levels 
below Mint State. 


HESSE-CASSEL 


Hesse-Cassel. Wilhelm V “Willow Tree” Taler 1636-LH MS61 
NGC, Cassel mint, KM162.1, Dav-6755. Variety with 5 build- 
ings (2 to left, 3 to right) and rain droplets. The first date for the 
type from Wilhelm V’s reign, produced just a year prior to his 
death. Although this example displays the usual edge cracks 
and other imperfections associated with 17th-century Talers, the 
strike here is magnificent and is by and large uneroded despite 
the passage of time. The residual luster is particularly strong on 
this impressive survivor. The willow tree, bending under duress 
from the storm of war, refuses to break, aided by protection from 
God above (Jehovah spelled-out in Hebrew letters). During the 
Thirty Years War, Wilhelm V allied his Protestant territory to 
Gustavus II Adolphus’s Swedish military machine and subse- 
quently paid the price of repeated attacks by Imperial troops.

HESSE-DARMSTADT 


Hesse-Darmstadt. Ludwig II 5 Mark 1876-H AU58 NGC, 
Darmstadt mint, KM353, J-67. This conditionally scarce issue 
shows an impressive amount of mint flash under a moderate level 
of slate gray patination. 


HESSEN 


Hessen. Landgraf Philipp Taler 1552 AU Details (Mount 
Removed) NGC, Dav-9271. Hanss Perndorffer as mint master. 
An inviting offering of this rarely-encountered type, cloaked in 
a cabinet patina that possesses hints of residual luster near the 
peripheries. Sometimes referred to as a “Sprunchtaler”, derived 
from the reverse quotation attributed to Landgraf Philipp and per- 
taining to his liberation from the Emperor’s imprisonment. The 
sole certified example at NGC. 


HILDESHEIM 


32619 Hildesheim - Bishopric. Sede Vacante silver Medal 1761 MS64 
PCGS, Zepernick-145. 55mm. Another charming Sede Vacante 
Medal decorated in stunning detail and vibrant imagery, certi- 
fied at the cusp of the Gem designation and relaying near-cameo 


effect.

Hildesheim. Friedrich Wilhelm Taler 1766 IH-VU MS62 NGC, 


KM120, Dav-2345. Lovely olive-patinated argent surfaces drape 
this Bishopric issue minted according to revised Convention Taler 
standards. A slightly mottled look adds visual charm without 
interfering with the uncirculated appearance of the devices. This 
is the only example to be certified at NGC and desirable as such.

Silver striking of the gold 8 Ducat on the 50th year 
of the reign of Karl Ludwig. This piece was probably a presenta- 
tion issue given to dignitaries at the Jubilee celebrations. This 
single Choice example at PCGS exhibits well-defined features in 
high relief and a pleasing, cabinet patina. This emission marks the 


final coinage issue for this short-lived Hohenlohe branch. 


JEVER

Jever - Russian Administration. Friederike Auguste 


Sophie Taler 1798 MS61 PCGS, Silberhiitte mint, KM110, 
Dav-2363, Bit-1 (R1), Sev-2492 (R). This enthralling emis- 
sion comes to us in a stellar state of preservation, with full 
eagle feathers and original details on the orb and scepter. The 
gray-limestone and honeydew flan is embellished with areas of ter- 


racotta and burnt sienna, especially toward the outer registers. 


When Frederick Augustus, Prince of Anhalt-Zerbst, passed away 
in 1793, the territory of Jever passed to his sole-surviving sibling, 
Catherine the Great of Russia. In turn, Catherine appointed 
Frederick Augustus’s widow, Friederike Auguste Sophie, as 
Regent-Governor of Jever. Jever remained under Russian admin- 


istration until Napoleon's armies occupied the city in 1807. 


LUBECK

Liibeck. Sede Vacante Taler 1727 MS64 NGC, KM8l, 


Dav-2410. Vibrant lemon-tinged surfaces glow on this exceed- 
ingly rare example of a type that we have not offered since 1995. 
While the strike on the center reverse is muted, the remain- 
der of the devices and legends are firmly struck and clearly 
defined. The minor haymarking and miniscule planchet fault 
lines form part of the Gesamtkunstwerk rather than serve as 
detracting factors, which the near-Gem grade would seem to cor- 


roborate. This is the only Mint State example at NGC.

Mainz - Saint Alban. Abbey gold Goldgulden MDCCLXXVIII 
(1778) MS63 NGC, KM16, Fr-1694. The Archbishops of Mainz 
controlled the priory of Saint Alban, whose mint right was only 
exercised twice in the 16th century and once during the 18th 
century, so all issues from this state are decidedly scarce and 
desirable as such. The design here is understated yet symbolic, 
with the obverse featuring a martyred Saint Alban, nimbate, 
holding his own head, and the reverse displaying a trotting 
donkey encased in an unembellished baroque frame. This 
wonderfully curious piece is bolstered by its velveteen, aureus 
surfaces, and should attract ample bidder interest.

A scarce Proof issue sporting a handsome layer of cabinet patina 
atop colorful iridescence ranging from royal blue to sunburst 
orange. 


MUNSTER 


Minster. Christof Bernhard von Galen 2 Taler 1661 AU58 
NGC, KM78, Dav-5602. A sought-after two Taler issue with 
rather impressive details, clearly illustrating the iconic city view. 
Charming lavender hues permeate the obverse, decorated by sky 
blue and sunset tones near the peripheries. The exquisite motifs, 
together with the enchanting toning and underneath luster, con- 
tribute to the good eye appeal of this delightful piece. Bested by 
only two examples at NGC. 


Miinster. Christof Bernhard von Galen 2 Taler 1661 AU55 
NGC, KM78, Dav-5602. 55.90gm. A gently circulated brooding 
piece with a light dusting of charcoal patina softly encompassing 
the surfaces that are admirably supported by a tender underlying 
shimmer. A sought-after double Taler type is very seldom avail- 
able to the marketplace meaningfully finer than this.

Presently the sole highest certified 
example across the board, the coin at hand possesses tremendous 
quality and sheer visual excellence; bar the mark behind the sit- 
ter’s head the surfaces appear largely immaculate. The obverse 
faces up with a bold gunmetal patina with a seafoam and russet 
undertone, whereas the reverse is enveloped in a jubilant peach 
toning with iridescent blues encircling the periphery, all envel- 
oped in outstanding mint luster. 
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NURNBERG 


Niirnberg. Free City Taler 1628-(c) MS65+ NGC, KM88, Dav- 
5642. Among the more challenging of 17th-century Niirnberg 
Taler types, this dazzling Gem+ specimen survives in a state of 
preservation that is rarely encountered, a feat made even more 
impressive given that this type is usually seen with problems, 
including graffiti or ex-mounted. The technical detail, blazing 
luster, and firm strike are reminders today—as they likely were 
400 years ago—of the wealth and prestige that Niirnberg possessed 
as a Free City within the Holy Roman Empire. This is the only 
Mint State example at NGC. 


Niirnberg. Free City gold Goldgulden 1507 AU55 PCGS, 
Fr-1801, Kellner-6. 23mm. 3.24gm. A lightly circulated, profound- 
ly pleasing example from the early modern period, produced on a 
well-formed, yellow-gold flan and featuring appreciably defined 
legends surrounding the somewhat softer central motifs. 


Niirnberg. Free City gold Goldgulden 1617 UNC Details 
(Edge Filing) NGC, KM25.2, Fr-1810. 3.25gm. Seldom seen, 
let alone in uncirculated condition, with St. Lawrence and his 
gridiron preserved in remarkable detail. The edge filing in no 
way detracts from the overall visual appeal, which is dominated 
by refulgent peach fields. This example is one of four certified at 
NGC. 


Niirnberg. Free City gold Ducat ND (1637) MS63 NGC, 
KM137, Fr-1827. 3.49gm. A slightly wavy flan exudes a rolling, 
lustrous shimmer, and pleasing caramel tones. The crisp, well- 
defined motifs generate an inviting appeal. 


Niirnberg. Free City gold Ducat 1640-(c) MS64 PCGS, KM155, 
Fr-1826. Dated in chronogram. An exceptionally well preserved 
Gem with delicious, harvest-gold fields that are bathed with 
gentle shimmer and devoid of any singularly notable instances 
of impact. A subtle curvature can be noted on the flan owing to 
the milling process, and adds to the charm of this sharply defined 
treasure.

A slightly off-centered planchet hardly 
detracts from the unusually well-preserved devices, including 
the near-complete set of eagle feathers and the clear delineation 
between the king’s hair and laureate. Attractive, striated toning 
completes the picture on this unparalleled, top-pop piece. 


Prussia. Friedrich I silver “Treaty of Teschen” Medal 1779 
MS64 PCGS, Olding-708, Sommer-A5. By D.F. Loos. 43.5mm. 
OLIVA LAURO POTIOR Bellona seated right on rock, adorn- 
ing her helmet with leaves from the olive tree, right, shield 
covering sword on ground; in exergue LITIB DIREMT PACE / 
TESCHEN D XII MAI/ MDCCLXXIX // Laureate bust right on 
an inscribed plinth between Justitia and Bellona, sword pointing 
to map that reads BAVARIA; inscription on plinth FRIDERICUS 
/ BORUSSORUM / REX / IUSTUS / ARMIPOTENS. The Treaty 
of Teschen between Prussia and Habsburg Austria formally ended 
the War of the Bavarian Succession.

Prussia. Friedrich Wilhelm III gold Frederick d’Or 1809-A 
MS62 NGC, Berlin mint, KM371. A lovely Mint State represen- 
tative and currently the sole highest graded example across both 
grading services. Magnificent originality abounds across the sur- 
faces, the reverse of particularly fetching appearance with only 
a slight mark under the eagle’s wing to the left field marring the 
otherwise practically pristine fields.

Partially toned with particularly attractive hues of royal 
blue and tangerine decorating the reverse, where the brilliance 
of the field amplifies the visual aesthetic of the frosted Imperial 
eagle. 
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Prussia. Wilhelm II Proof 5 Mark 1906-A PR65 Ultra Cameo 
NGC, Berlin mint, KM523. Extremely scarce in Proof, so to 
find here in Gem Proof Ultra Cameo is an opportunity not to be 
missed by serious Empire collectors.

Noteworthy for its textbook Deep 
Cameo characteristics with frosted devices expressed in high 
relief atop pond-like fields. This stand-out piece registers as 
the best of three at PCGS, and it’s hard to fathom that a better 
example exists elsewhere.

Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. Karl Eduard 5 Mark 1907-A MS62 
NGC, Berlin mint, KM174. This is a more richly toned example 
than the few that we have handled in the past, with charcoal 
shades enveloping the legends and a light golden hue that enlivens 
the motifs.

PCGS, Merseburger-4125 (RR). 28.74gm. By Chr. Wermuth.

View of the Wartburg castle above Eisenach, above it the radiant 
name of Jehovah in the scroll and angel with a shield in the scroll

the city of Eisenach, in which fire breaks out, in the background 
the Wartburg, above it two medallions with the city coat of arms 
and the open Bible.

// Commemorative text in multiple lines. Finest certified at NGC, 
featuring mottled toning yet not without eye-appeal, enlivened by 
tender underlying brilliance. 


SAXE-MEININGEN 
Saxe-Meiningen. Georg II 5 Mark 1901-D MS65 PCGS, 
Munich mint, KM197, J-150. Commemorating the Duke’s 75th 


birthday. Bright mint frost adorns this challenging, single-year 
issue. 
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Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach. Karl Alexander gold Specimen 
“Death of Carl August” Medal 1894 SP63 PCGS, 42mm. 
32.50gm. By W. Mayer. Uniformed bust left // CARL AUGUST 
/ ERBGROSSHERZOG / VON / SACHSEN WEIMAR / 
EISENACH Five stars above, palm branches below and right with 
banners 31 JULI 1844 and 20 NOV 1894. Struck to memorial- 
ize the death of Karl Alexander’s son, Duke Karl August. The 
pin-point devices are rendered in high relief, with deep, mirrored 
fields that are beset by moderate wisping that caps the assigned 
grade on this otherwise majestic issue. This is the only example 
on record at PCGS. 


SA XE-ZEITZ-NAUMBURG 


Saxe-Zeitz-Naumburg. Moritz Taler 1667 MS63 NGC, Davy- 
7666, Schnee-1130. An exemplary representative of this one-year 
type struck to commemorate the construction of Mauritzburg 
Castle. The finest grade certified across NGC and PCGS, the 
offering at hand offers a cabinet patina punctuated by lemon and 
teal hues, all illuminated by active bloom circling the flan. 


SAXONY 


Saxony. Friedrich Johann & Georg Taler Taler ND (1507- 
1525) VF30 NGC, Annaberg mint, Dav-9709. Variety with 
mint master’s cross on obverse only. This early Taler offers a 
fascinating case study in varieties, with several unique types 
distinguished by seemingly minute details. Despite the obvious 
wear, the crucial elements are all in place on this problem-free 
example of a so-called Klappmiitzen Taler, named after the type 
of hat depicted on the coin. Issues of Saxony-Ernestine often 
acknowledge rulers from both the Ernestine and Albertine lines, 
as is the case here. Frederick the Wise, rendered on the obverse, 
famously sheltered Martin Luther at Wartburg Castle, where he is 
said to have translated the Bible into the German vernacular.

Saxony. Christian Taler 1591-HB MS63 NGC, Dresden mint, 
KM-MB251, Dav-9806. Utterly resplendent, with the colors of the 
rainbow swirling across the planchet on this conditionally scarce 
issue. The presentation is further enhanced by the marvelous 
preservation of details, including on the Elector’s face and armor, 
which seem as if freshly struck. This is one of those coins that 


will keep you coming back for another view. 


Saxony. Johann Georg I gold Ducat 1630 MS62 PCGS, KM420. 
3.45gm. Struck for the centennial of the Augsburg Confession. An 
absolutely blazing visual feast, this near-Choice example carries 
astoundingly feisty sparkle that crackles across the fields. Solidly 
struck on a wavy planchet as is usual for this type, and bestowed 
with a delightful tangerine and amber hue. Unusually attractive 
and worthy of serious consideration. 


Saxony. Johann Georg I gold 2 Ducat 1630 AU58 PCGS, 
KM421, Fr-2701. 6.94gm. Commemorating the 100th anniversary 
of the Augsburg Confession. An intriguingly matte satiny finish 
envelopes this buttery double Ducat that rests on a typically wavy 
flan, expressing appreciable details on the cusp of Mint State. 


Saxony. Johann Georg II “Vicariat” Taler 1658 MS63 PCGS, 
KM481, Day-7630. Struck upon the death of Emperor Ferdinand 
Il. Duke Johann Georg served as one of the seven Electors, and 
he is portrayed in his electoral robes. An enthralling two-year 
type featuring a large size, and incredibly expressive, old-style 
horse and rider scene. This example, exhibiting different shades 
of attractive gray patina and colorful iridescence sticking to the 
devices, would make a perfect representative of the issue for an 
advanced quality type set. 
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Saxony. Johann Georg II 2 Taler 1661 AU58 PCGS, Dresden 
mint, KM496, Dav-LS401, Schnee-912. Struck to commemorate 
the addition of the chapel to the Schloss Moritzburg and designed 
by Wolf Kaspar von Klengel, the architect behind famed Dresden 
opera house, the Semperoper. This gorgeous offering displays full 
detail and a lovely cabinet tone with underlying glow. Despite the 
presence of several peripheral flan flaws, this piece possesses 
ideal eye appeal for the grade. The sole highest graded at PCGS, 
seen with somewhat greater frequency in the past few years but 
not at all common at market. 


Saxony. Friedrich August I Taler MDCCXI (1711)-ILH AU58 
NGC, Dresden mint, KM803, Day-2655. An impressive Taler 
issue struck to commemorate Friedrich August’s succession 
as Imperial Vicar of the Holy Roman Empire upon the death of 
Joseph I. Grand, oversized designs imbue each side of the flan 
that has toned with age to a wonderful pewter patina. Gentle wear 
has produced no ill-effects to the overall visual appeal, just a 
touch of character and modesty. 


Saxony. Friedrich August II gold Ducat 1754-EDC MS61 
NGC, Leipzig mint, KM916, Fr-2855. Friedrich August II of 
Saxony, whose rotund bust occupies much of the olive-gold 
obverse, also reigned as King of Poland and Grand Duke of 
Lithuania between 1733 and 1763. This dual role presented a polit- 
ical issue in the heady days of the War of Austrian Succession and 
leads to a challenge for present-day cataloguers and graders, as 
Krause considers this an emission of the Polish Kingdom while 
NGC suggests the Electorate of Saxony. In any event, this charm- 
ing specimen is rather difficult to locate in Mint State condition, 
with this piece tied at the top of the census. 


Saxony. Friedrich August II “Vicariat” Taler 1790-IEC 
MS65 NGC, Dresden mint, KM1023, Dav-2697. This gently 
toned Gem specimen is awash in ethereal cartwheel luster. 
Though not scarce, it would be difficult to locate another example 
as mint fresh. 


Saxony. Friedrich August III gold Ducat 1792-IEC MS63 
NGC, KM1035, Fr-2881. Vicariat issue, double eagle type. 
Produced to exacting precision, this Choice example offers a 
pleasingly rolling luster on the obverse and a flashy reverse. 
Presently tied for the second-highest grade with one other piece in 
NGC census, bested by a single specimen. Comes with an auction 
envelope from Dr. Busso Peus Nachfolger. 


Saxony. Friedrich August III silver “Friedrich August HI 
Marriage” Medal 1769-Dated MS62 NGC, Merseburger-1929. 
67mm. by P. F. Stockmar. A high-relief, well-kept medal pre- 
senting the busts of the king and his consort, all infused in a 
dove-lilac tone. 


Saxony. Friedrich August III silver “Japanese Palace” Medal 
1786-Dated MS63 NGC, Merseburger-2421. 61mm. by C. J. 
Kriiger the Younger. A scarce, large medal with detailed motifs 
and a pleasing tone.

The sole 
finest presently known in the graded populations, this aston- 
ishingly well-preserved Premium Gem carries outstanding 
luminosity to the lightly mottled fields, and a generous dusting 
of frost on the sitter’s portrait. Difficult to imagine locating an 
example meaningfully finer than this, and worthy of a premium 
bid as such.

Though 
the overlying patina is spotty and a bit dark, the icy expanses 
underneath still offer significant bursts of light. An impressive 
low-mintage issue on the cusp of the lauded Gem grade level.

Immense reflectivity 
punctuates the argent surfaces of this finely detailed Medal, fea- 
turing a sensitively rendered Madonna and child and coat of arms.

PCGS, Hall mint, KM3, Dav-5848. Each side displays an array 
of ornate detail lavishly and carefully struck, creating successful 
compositions that visually captivate.

An astoundingly 
lustrous piece with an aura of careful preservation, this delight- 
ful cabinet piece in rich golden resplendence features the 
laureate head of Jerome, younger brother of Napoleon and King 
of Westphalia.

Cameo PCGS, Berlin mint, KM47, J-322. 1000 years of the 
Rhineland commemorative. 


Weimar Republic “Oak Tree” 5 Mark 1930-D MS66 PCGS, 
Munich mint, KM56, J-331. The beaming luster invigorates this 
blast white Gem issue while the absence of flaws or wear propels 
it to the top of the census. 


Weimar Republic “Zeppelin” Proof 5 Mark 1930-F PR66+ 
Deep Cameo PCGS, Stuttgart mint, KM68, J-343. The obverse 
contrast between frosty globe and zeppelin scene and the deep 
mirror outer ring is a magical sight.

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Oliver Cromwell 1/2 Crown 1658 AU58 PCGS, KM-B207, 
S-3227A, ESC-252. Dies by Thomas Simon. A palette of subdued 
cobalt, lilac, and champagne graces the finely preserved surfaces 
that contain only the slightest rub to the highest points. Cromwell, 
portrayed here as a Roman Emperor, died in 1658, the year. 


Oliver Cromwell Crown 1658/7 AU58 PCGS, KM393.2, S-3226, 
ESC-240 (prev. ESC-10). Dies by Thomas Simon. Overdate 
variety. One of the earliest examples of machine-struck coinage 
in England. Although Cromwellian types are often considered 
patterns rather than official issues, there is clear evidence of cir- 
culation here, with muted high points on Cromwell’s laureate bust. 
Nevertheless, this emission arrived at our office in an impressive 
state of preservation, overlaid by a silky sheen of mauve that blan- 
kets the obverse and a reverse that is bathed in lilac-pewter. 


Oliver Cromwell Crown 1658/7 AUS0 NGC, KM393.2, S-3226, 
ESC-240. Dies by Thomas Simon. Apart from its obvious his- 
torical importance, this issue is incredibly eye-catching with 
its minimalistic design and large block lettering. The gunmetal 
patina is perfect except for irregularity in front of the “Lord 
Protector’s” chin and face. 


Oliver Cromwell Crown 1658/7 VF35 NGC, KM-D207, S-3226, 
ESC-240 (prev. ESC-10). Dies by Thomas Simon. An attainable 
Commonwealth Crown featuring moderate wear on Cromwell’s 
locks. A pleasingly even mouse-gray patina throughout the 
delightfully undisturbed fields contrasts the partially lightened 
obverse features, where the notorious die-crack is barely getting 
started and does not detract from the remarkably balanced visual 
appeal. 


Charles II Crown 1676 AUS5 PCGS, KM435, S-3358. V. 
OCTAVO edge. The ash surfaces are given glow by a dollop of 
blue and some brightness around the peripherals. Seemingly 
impossible to locate in Mint State, this gently circulated, and 
gracefully aged example shares the top spot at PCGS. 


Charles II Crown 1676 AU53 NGC, KM435, S-3358. A wholly 
respectable example with brooding slate patination followed by 
a smattering of the typical haymarks. The King’s hair admits 
light, even wear and the reverse struck motifs carry quite pleasing 
degree of details for the assigned grade. 


Charles II gold Guinea 1682 AU53 PCGS, KM440.1, S-3344. 
4th bust. An elusive offering and one presenting honest but 
minute wear to the bold motifs, still weaving blushes of mint 
bloom. The sole graded by PCGS. 


Charles II gold “Elephant & Castle’? 5 Guineas 1682 XF 
Details (Scratch) PCGS, KM444.2, S-3332. Second laureate 
bust, QVARTO edge. Elephant and castle variety. Bearing the 
symbols of the Royal African Company, indicating a likely 
source of the gold as Guinea, whence comes the name of the 
denomination. Despite the partial denticulation and conspicuous 
circulation wear, this is among the more attractive offerings— 
which are admittedly few—that have surfaced at auction over the 
past twenty years. Abrasions of the sort that warranted the Details 
designation are common for the type.

James II Shilling 1687/6 AU55 PCGS, KM451.1, S-3410. G/A 
in MAG variety. A clearly visible overdate and variety overstrike 
add appeal to this problem-free and desirable James II type. The 
overdate/overstrike variety is a rather scarce combination and 
thus this is the only example certified at PCGS. 


James II Crown 1687 UNC Details (Reverse Cleaned) NGC, 
KM463, S-3407, ESC-743. TERTIO edge. Second draped bust. A 
classic, two-year crown type in the upper tiers of preservation, with 
most examples coming down to the present day heavily circulated 
or otherwise impaired. Though noted as cleaned on the reverse, 
this appears to be exceedingly light, hardly muting the luster, 
while fully Mint State features are easily visible throughout.

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William & Mary 1/2 Crown 1689 MS63 NGC, London mint, 
KM472.1, S-3434. Ist Bust - Ist Shield. Pearls - No Frosting. 
PRIMO. This classic one-year Half Crown issue is rarely found 
in Mint State, let alone at the Choice evaluation tier. The last 
William and Mary 1/2 Crown at the 63 level we auctioned off was 
back in 2016. It could be just as long until the next opportunity 
after this one comes along, so get your bids in on this toned and 
lustrous beauty early and often. 


William III gold 1/2 Guinea 1695 MS63 NGC, KM487.1, 
S-3466. Early harp. A finely appointed Choice specimen of this 
one-year type, featuring the laureate head of William III and four 
crowned shields in cruciform. Leaning slightly off-center and 
admitting a hint of softness in the central areas, yet astonishingly 
fresh and even partly lustrous. Very seldom encountered in a cer- 
tified Mint State designation, and worthy of serious consideration 
from dedicated collectors of the Guinea series. 


William III gold “Fine Work” 5 Guineas 1701 XF Details 
(Plugged) PCGS, KM508, S-3456. DECIMO TERTIO edge. 
Ornamental Scepters variety. An amazing, and surprisingly 
uncommon, opportunity to obtain an affordable example of 
this amazing 5 Guineas type. Though this example is plugged, 
cleaned, and has an obverse piercing from another attempted 
hole, even damaged coins of this coveted issue don’t come up for 
auction very frequently. 


William III silver Specimen “Landing of William of Orange 
at Torbay” Medal 1688 SP61 PCGS, Eimer-298, MI-1-639/65. 
49mm. By R. Arondeaux. Plain edge. An enticing satirical silver 
Medal, celebrating the arrival of William III ready to take his 
place as King whilst the deposed James II is depicted behind 
him in flight. This example, of which we haven’t offered since an 
AU details in 2019, has a generous layer of glossy brilliance still 
intact and a wonderful 17th century nautical scene on the reverse. 


Anne copper Proof Pattern 1/2 Penny ND (1702) PR64 Brown 
PCGS, Peck-730. Shy of a Gem designation, this beautiful 1/2 
Penny Pattern shows a sensitively rendered portrait of the Queen 
and thistle reverse, uniformly toned and retaining red legends. 


Anne 1/2 Crown 1707 MS62 NGC, Edinburgh mint, KM525.2, 
S-3604. Edge: SEPTIMO. Issued following the union with 
Scotland, this remarkably preserved piece is draped in a dark 
patina that still allows the purplish and golden hues to percolate 
to the surface. The haymarking on the flan is likely the result of 
the smelting process that was used at the time. 


Anne Crown 1706 AU53 NGC, KMS519.3, S-3578. Plumes & 
Roses, QVINTO edge. A gently circulated example with appre- 
ciable expressiveness remaining on the portrait of Anne. An edge 
bump at 6 o’clock and an occasional tick mark are mentioned for 
completeness, nonetheless there is much to admire on the even a 
touch glossy reverse that features faint underlying tones of royal 
blue and russet. 


Anne gold Guinea 1707 XF45 NGC, KM529.1, S-3572. A 
challenging type, so the opportunity to procure a problem-free 
example that retains most of its original detail should garner the 
attention of collectors. Carmine tones emanating from the recess- 
es and around the legends enliven the flat nature of the strike.

A light iridescence illuminates the pre- 
vailing silver-gray surfaces. The tiny black deposits within the 
flan are a usual feature and are believed to be the result of the 
coal-fired smelting process. 


George I “South Sea Company” Crown 1723 AU Details 
(Scratch) PCGS, KM545.2, S-3640, ESC-1545. Struck from 
silver supplied by the South Sea Company. A sought-after type, 
this issue offers more than presentable surfaces with attractive 
toning and evidence of gentle handling. The scratch in the right 
obverse field hardly detracts from the overall appearance but 
might occasion an opportunity to own a handsome example of an 
essential type at a discount.

Gunmetal and violet toning as well as sharp details adorn 
this lovely specimen, making it a piece worthy of consideration 
and premium bids.

Among the scarcer dates for the type, this George I Guinea fea- 
tures a well-centered strike and visible edge rims. Hints of luster 
still shroud the fields and devices, which benefit from only a 
modicum of wear, establishing the conservative grade. 


Certified as part of the famed Ellerby Area Hoard, a spectacular 
discovery of 266 gold coins unearthed during a kitchen renova- 
tion in 2019 in the East Riding of Yorkshire. Historians have 
attributed the cache to Sarah Fernley, sister of William Maister, a 
prominent Hull merchant. The reason for the burial is less clear, 
with one theory suggesting that Ms. Fernley feared a French 
invasion as well as French support for the Jacobite Uprising, 
which threatened Fernley’s area. The coins were buried inside a 
manganese-mottled, salt-glazed stoneware vessel. 


George II Proof Farthing 1730 PR65 PCGS, KM572a, S-3720, 
Peck-857. Featuring a young bust of the long-reigning George II, 
the quality of this first-year Farthing type is seen in every detail, 
with an impeccable planchet, precise centering, and a firm strike. 
However, even the engraver of this early-milled type could not 
have anticipated the sublime state in which this coin would find 
itself almost 300 years later. 


George II Shilling 1750/6 MS64 NGC, cf. KM583.3 (this over- 
date unlisted), S-3704, ESC-1731. Fielding attractive salt-gray 
patination punctuated by fleeting moments of ice-blue and russet 
toning and speckles of hay-marking throughout. Conditionally 
a significant outlier, boasting near-Gem surfaces and currently 
awarded with the highest grade in NGC’s population. 


George II Crown 1741 AU58 PCGS, KM575.2, S-3687. Roses in 
reverse angles. Sky blue and lavender enrich the argent surfaces 
while the devices retain nearly all their original features. A classic 
example of a coin, even if not technically Mint State, that offers 
more pleasing eye appeal than some higher-graded examples. 
The haymarking found on both sides is a result of the production 
process and is not considered a detracting quality. 


George II Crown 1743 AU55 NGC, KMS585.1, S-3688. Roses 
reverse. Aesthetically balanced with devices that retain sharp 
detail and steel-gray surfaces that exhibit graceful toning. A fine 
representative for the grade. 
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George II gold 1/2 Guinea 1759/8 MS62 NGC, cf. KM587 
(overdate unlisted), S-3685. Old laureate head. The first example 
of this challenging overdate we’ve handled, near-Choice with 
tempting definition and reverberating cartwheel luster. Of the 
four examples certified across NGC and PCGS, the offering at 
hand is the only Mint State representative.

We offered the only other PCGS certified example, 
a PR63 in 2019, which fetched $2,760.

Sixth head type. Center-struck, showcasing an opulent, amber 
patina with undulating luster.

Ill (UNC Strong). This overdate on a Chile 4 Reales is extremely 
rare, with no others found after extensive research. It is unlisted 
as an overdate with KM. This incredibly rare overdate issue is 
made even more rare, and possibly unique, by the combination 
with a George HI counterstamp. Only this single example of a 
Chile 4 Reales, with George III counterstamp, has been certified 
by NGC and PCGS combined. Great Britain counterstamps on a 
Chile coin, of any date and type are rarely imbued with as well- 
preserved a stamp as seen here. Counterstamped Chile 4 Reals, 
of any date, are excessively rare and virtually never offered for 
sale in any venue. A singular opportunity to possess possibly the 
rarest of the rare counterstamp issues.

(1797-1799) AU58 NGC, KM627, S-3765A. Host: Chile Charles 
IIII 8 Reales 1793 So-DA (cf. KM51, Cal-1022); Countermark: 
Type I oval bust of George III (AU Strong). Graceful cabinet 
toning pervades the fields and devices while the counterstamp 
boldly grabs the viewer’s attention with its nearly uncirculated 
detail. The reverse presents a purplish tint that adds appeal to this 
pleasing piece that places second in the census. 


George III Counterstamped Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings ND 
(1797-1799) XF45 NGC, KM627, S-3765A. Host Chile Charles 
IIII 8 Reales 1794 So-DA (cf. KM51, Cal-1023); Countermark: 
Type I oval bust of George III (AU Standard). A more than grati- 
fying survivor with fine originality to the surfaces and mild 
circulation wear. The perfectly centered counterstamp retains its 
core details and offers a satisfying locus for examination.

(1797-99) XF Details (Excessive Surface Hairlines) NGC, 
KM627, S-3765A. Host: Chile Charles IV 8 Reales 1789 So-DA 
(cf. KM39, Cal-1016); Countermark: Type 1 oval bust of George 
III. A rare occasion of full denticulation on the host coin, which 
in this case was issued during the first full year of Charles IV’s 
twenty-year reign. This type shows the portrait of Charles III, 
with a legend “Charles IV.” Two years later, the type changed to 
a portrait of Charles III and the legend “Charles HIL” The hair- 
lining likely stems from an old cleaning rather than circulation 
as the state of preservation on this specimen, including the fully 
struck counterstamp, is rather admirable. 


George HI Counterstamped Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings ND 
(1797-1799) VF35 NGC, KM627, S-3765A. Host: Chile Charles 
IV 8 Reales 1790 So-DA (cf. KM51, Cal-1017); Countermark: 
Type I oval bust of George III (AU Standard). The evenly dis- 
tributed wear has blunted some of the details on this issue that 
undeniably exchanged hands in commerce, though the text and 
devices remain plenty visible. Chilean hosts are perhaps the most 
challenging to locate in the entire series. 


George III copper Proof Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings 1804 PR66 
Brown NGC, KM-Tn1, ESC-1934. Obv: First leaf to center of “E” 
in DEI, stop after “REX,” and “CHK” on truncation; Rev: “K” in 
relief under shield. Sharply struck and finely centered with full 
denticulation, leaving crisp details that have survived unscathed. 
Slightly marbled fields add allure to the Proof look. 


George II Proof Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings 1804 PR65+ NGC, 
Soho mint, KM-Tnl, S-3768, ESC-1946. First leaf to end of E in 
DEL, inverted K in relief under shield, stop after REX variety. A 
profusely luminous piece with frosted designs and glassy fields 
that attract the gaze at the slightest turn of the wrist. Faintest 
traces of the undertype can be noted beneath the legends, yet the 
central areas exhibit no weakness due to the overstrike. Proof 
examples are particularly sought after in any appreciable condi- 
tion, and the present offering does not disappoint.

Faustin I Pattern 100 Centimes 1849, KM-Pn43 or KM-Pn44, 
Fonrobert-Unl., Guttag-2199A. Plain edge. An excessively dif- 
ficult Pattern striking from the first year of Faustin’s imperial 
reign which has eluded most major auctions in recent decades, the 
only example we’ve located being a 2020 specimen we handled, 
bringing $5,500 all-in. Decisively crisp and certainly worthy of 
the Haitian specialist. 


Faustin I copper Pattern 100 Centimes 1849, KM-Pn42, 
Fonrobert-Unl., cf. Guttag-2199A (in silver). Plain edge. A won- 
drous survivor from a series of 100 Centimes that remain wholly 
elusive, especially those dated from the first year of Faustin’s 
reign as emperor. Fully struck up, exhibiting crisp devices 
supported by reflective terra-cotta expanses lit ablaze upon illu- 
mination. A trophy for the collector of Haitian rarities. 


Faustin I silver Pattern 100 Centimes 1849, KM-Pn43 or 
KM-Pn44, Fonrobert-Unl., Guttag-Unl. Plain edge. A highly 
scarce representative and likely the first of its obverse/reverse 
combination to come to market in more than twenty years as 
confirmed by a survey of auction records from major firms. 
Displaying the uniformed bust most often associated with smaller 
10 and 6 Centimes denominations, all dated between 1850 and 
1855, yet notably here dated from the first year of Faustin’s reign 
and paired with the 100 Centimes reverse. Absent from both 
Fonrobert and Guttag, you’d be hard-pressed to locate another, 
making this an opportunity not to be missed by the Haitian col- 
lector.

MS68 NGC, KM-Y8. Superb in all regards with a bounty of 
fresh luster. Hyderabad was the largest of the Indian Princely 
states and thus highly collectable. 


Mysore. Tipu Sultan Rupee AM 1218 Year 8 (1789/1790) 
MS65 NGC, Patan mint, KM126. A radiant Gem and one we’ve 
seen fairly infrequently in recent years, especially at this tier of 
preservation. 


Patiala. Yadvindar Singh gold 1/3 Mohur VS (19)94 (1937) 
MS67 NGC, Sahrind mint, KM30. 3.71gm. A glistening superior 
Gem for a type encountered with little frequency, this being the 
first of its kind we’ve handled, featuring the bayonetted rifle and 
decidedly crisp script. A clear conditional and aesthetic outlier. 


British India. Bengal Presidency gold Mohur AH 1202 Year 
19 (1787/1788) MS64 NGC, Calcutta mint, KM114. Oblique 
milling. A stunner and one of the finer of this coveted type we’ve 
handled, dressed with ample flash and choice reflectivity.

An 
enchanting example despite its status as a Restrike, still featuring 
decisively crisp devices, a deep cabinet tone, and ample reflectiv- 
ity that instantly identifies the offering as Proof.

Ample pale gold brilliance abounds this survivor, and 
as one of the scarcer types of Mohurs of Victoria’s reign, denoted 
by the crosslet 4, is worthy of a premium bid.

Struck for 
use in Reunion which had, following the French Revolution, 
changed its name to Iles de Bonaparte. PCGS has only certified a 
single example at a higher grade point than this.

Brown NGC, Soho mint, KM-11, Prid-18a. Lovely mahogany 
patina dresses this appreciable Isle of Man Proof selection. 


ITALY 


Lombards. Anonymous gold Pseudo-Imperial Tremissis ND 
(c. AD 568-690) MS65 NGC, 1.36gm. This handsome pseudo- 
Byzantine piece has survived virtually unscathed with complete, 
rounded edges and intact inscriptions. 


CISALPINE REPUBLIC 


Cisalpine Republic Scudo of 6 Lire Anno VIII (1800) MS62 
NGC, Milan mint, KM-C2, Dav-199, Pag-8, MIR-477. This stun- 
ning issue from Napoleon’s short-lived Cisalpine Republic blazes 
with near-Prooflike fields of azure and amber while the champagne- 
tipped devices provide a mesmerizing accent on this inspiring 
offering.

The thick 
cabinet patina is of top-notch quality; unbroken throughout, col- 
orfully iridescent, and fully lustrous. Finest known at PCGS.

Philip II gold Doppia 1578 AU50 PCGS, Milan mint, 
KM-MBI178, Fr-716. 6.50gm. A well-centered and well-struck 
example of this 16th century Italian gold issue. 


NAPLES 


Naples & Sicily. Joachim Murat 12 Carlini 1809 AUS8 NGC, 
KM2350, Dav-166. The center softness on the reverse stems from a 
weak strike—common for the type—rather than wear. Nevertheless, 
a smattering of stray abrasions prohibits a Mint State designa- 
tion on this first-year issue for Murat, who was hand-selected 
by Napoleon to rule Naples because of his bravery at Austerlitz, 
Jena, and Eylau. Murat famously refused a blindfold when facing 
the firing squad in 1815 following his capture by Ferdinand IV of 
Naples.

NGC, Fr-2, MIR-178. 3.51gm. S PETRVS ATOR VRBIS doge 
kneeling left before St. Peter, receiving banner with rose at base, 
SEN (upwards) to right // ROMA CAPVTM VDI S P Q R Christ 
in glory, surrounded by mandorla, book of Gospels in left hand, 
raising right in benediction, four stars to left, five to right. This is 
a remarkable survivor with blooming luster and appreciable crisp- 
ness to the strike. Hard to fathom a nicer example than this Gem 
piece.

Decadent 
amber luster dresses this specimen that displays a clear rendering 
of St. Peter fishing from his boat.

NGC, Rome mint, KM1187, Dav-1462. Issued for only one year, 
this type is laden with the traditional symbols of a Papal emis- 
sion.

Left to age undisturbed, this beau- 
tiful piece earns every bit of its Gem designation.

This Napoleonic 
Crown has a fascinating and exciting look to it, as the surfaces 
seem bathed in a metallic sheen that swirls luxuriously at the flick 
of the wrist.

(1800/1801) AU58 NGC, Turin mint, KM-CS5. Mintage: 2,820. A 
shimmering example produced on a goldenrod flan, enlivened by 
hearty amber toning and glimmers of mint brilliance in the pro- 
tected areas. Sold with an old Sotheby’s envelope. 


Piedmont. Subalpine Republic gold 20 Francs L’An 9 
(1800/1801) AU58 PCGS, Turin mint, KM-CS. A short-lived 
and popular type, shy of a Mint State designation with minimally 
handled, luminous surfaces.

(1800/1801) AUS5 PCGS, Turin mint, KM-CS. Retaining radiat- 
ing outer peripheries with a pleasing amber tone. 


Piedmont. Subalpine Republic gold 20 Francs L’An 10 
(1801/1802) AU58+ NGC, Turin mint, KM-C5. Mintage: 1,492. 
Struck to commemorate Napoleon’s victory at the battle of 
Marengo. An absolute blazer that is prohibited from a Mint State 
designation by the slightest rub to the high points. This is a type 
that we see about once a year, so this opportunity should not be 
missed by Italian and Napoleonic type collectors. 


SARDINIA 


Sardinia. Vittorio Amedeo III gold Doppia 1788 AU55 NGC, 
Turin mint, KM86, Fr-1120. Displaying evidence of tired dies, 
this charming piece still presents an attractive peach-gold patina 
despite the honest circulation wear. 


Sardinia. Carlo Felice 5 Lire 1830 L-(Kagle) MS63 PCGS, 
Turin mint, KM116.1. A conditionally challenging type that is 
mostly available in AU grades at best, offered here in extraor- 
dinary constellation of vintage rose and vivid cerulean reverse 
toning, all bathed in pervasive luster that propels this specimen 
to a highly pleasing visual experience. Presently the sole finest in 
PCGS and tied with two other pieces in NGC graded population. 


Sardinia. Carlo Alberto 5 Lire 1844 (Anchor)-P MS63 NGC, 
Genoa mint, KM130.2, Dav-136. Scarce in Mint State, this 
Choice example benefits from a smattering of color as well as a 
golden hue that vitalizes the reverse. Tied for the top spot at NGC. 


Sardinia. Carlo Alberto gold 100 Lire 1840 (Anchor)-P 
MS61 NGC, Genoa mint, KM133.2, Fr-1139. Mintage: 1,003. 
A contested type not offered at auction frequently, display- 
ing gentle rub and chatter consistent with the grade but a very 
attractive piece nonetheless, built with a bold strike and healthy 
goldenrod tone. A single MS62 ranks higher at NGC.

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Sardinia. Vittorio Emanuele II 5 Lire 1851 (Eagle)-B MS64+ 
NGC, Turin mint, KM144.1, Dav-137. With fewer than 50,000 
struck in 1851, the eagle variety is far scarcer than the anchor 
variety, a fact that is also reflected in the census data at NGC. 
This single, straight-graded eagle type is a spectacular represen- 
tative, with intense clarity of the devices, a centered strike, and 
rims that contain hardly a trace of contact. Streaked toning on 
the reverse, likely from freshly polished dies, adds intrigue to 
this visually stunning piece. Collectors of this series are unlikely 
to encounter a better opportunity for this difficult year and mint 
mark anytime soon.

COSMVS Il MAGN DVX ETRVRIE III Crowned 
and cuirassed 1/2-length figure facing right, holding scepter in 
right hand; in exergue 1619 // PISA IN VETVSTA MAIESTATIS 
MEM Medici Coat of Arms crowned, placed in front of the cross 
of St. Stephen. A wonderfully expressive and intricate rendition 
of the grand Duke of Tuscany hosted on a brooding, light charcoal 
flan. Presently the finest graded for the date at PCGS. 


VENICE 


Venice. Andrea Gritti gold Scudo d’Oro ND (1523-1538) 
MS64 NGC, Fr-1448, Paolucci-3. 3.40gm. Well-centered with 
evidence of freshly polished dies in the residual luster that fills 
the surfaces. Not exceptionally rare, but hard to locate a higher 
caliber example.

NGC, CNI-3, Paolucci-539. Featuring a gunmetal patina suffused 
with mauve and lemon, exhibiting some softness to the strike 
but absent of any significant wear. This pre-Napoleonic Osella is 
hardly ever encountered, and when it is seen, it generally contains 
far more wear than this example, which is the only certified speci- 
men at NGC. Osella coins were not struck for circulation, but as 
gifts bestowed by the Doge to friends and political allies. Murano, 
famous for its glass blowing tradition, is a collection of islands in 
the Venetian Lagoon that was once an independent township. 


Venice. Alvise Mocenigo III Osella di Murano 1728 MS65 
NGC, CNI-12, Paolucci-544. Darkly toned with underly- 
ing brushes of mauve in the fields and a subtle gold tinge to 
the devices. The strike exhibits some flatness, though there is 
little wear to speak of, including simple cabinet friction. Osella 
coins were not struck for circulation, but as gifts bestowed by 
the Doge to friends and political allies. Murano, famous for its 
glass blowing tradition, is a collection of islands in the Venetian 
Lagoon that was once an independent township. A rarity of the 
highest order. 


Venice. Francesco Loredan Ducato ND (1753-1754)-SB MS64 
NGC, KM611, Dav-1551. A Crown-sized, hammered type infre- 
quently encountered in such gratifying condition, with a gentle 
incandescence that illuminates the unmistakable symbols of 
Venice. Positioned at the top of the census with one other example. 


Venice. Alvise Giovanni Mocenigo silver “Iacobo Gradonico” 
Medal 1777-Dated MS61 NGC, 66mm. By F. Balvgani 
(Balugani). An extreme rarity featuring lacobo Gradonico 
(Jacques Gradenigo), the Provveditore or governor of Dalmatia and 
Albania from 1773-1777. The Medal displays Gradonico’s bust in 
high relief with plenty of detail preserved, all graced by a cabinet 
patina and hints of underlying luster. An absolute rarity and the 
only graded example at NGC, thus worthy of great attention. 


Ex. Nomisma S. P. A. Auction 65 (June 2022, Lot 1094) 
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Venice. Ludovico Manin Piefort Osella 1794-DB Anno VI 
MS61 NGC, KM-Unl., Paolucci H-307. Mint master: Daniele 
Balbi. 19.56gm. According to Paolucci, these double-weight silver 
Oselle were probably distributed to nobles who for a reason or 
another were entitled to two specimens; thereby speeding up the 
process by minting doubles. Since the Doge’s donative gift was 
granted to every member of the Great Council, it has been calcu- 
lated that about 2,500 Oselle were struck annually, but the number 
of Pieforts must have been substantially lower. In fact, Paolucci 
suggests that for this date, the double-weight Oselle would be over 
three times more valuable than the standard Osella. The present 
example presents flashes of brilliance in the protected areas of 
the pewter fields, and is presently the sole graded specimen in the 
NGC census.

NGC, Venice mint, KM755, Fr-1445. 3.39gm. LVDO * MANIN »

TV | REGIS ¢ ISTE * DVCA Christ standing in mandorla with 16 
stars. Very challenging to locate in Gem grades, the present offer- 
ing demonstrates exemplary quality to lettering and appreciable 
shimmer to fields. 


Venice. Revolutionary 5 Lire 1848 MS64 NGC, Venice mint, 
KM803 (prev. KM-C185). A virtual Gem from an scarce one-year 
type, struck during the turmoil of 1848, presenting near-immacu- 
late surfaces with a pleasing tone over the semi-glossy fields. 


Naples. Francis I gold “Royal Order for Civil Merit” 1829- 
Dated UNC Details (Repaired) NGC, Ricciardi-141. 38mm. 
37.24gm. FRANCISCVS I. REG. VTR. SIC. ET HIER. REX 
Crowned bust left, within wreath // 

DE REGE OPTIME MERITO; in exergue MDCCCXXIX Three 
fleur-de-lis within wreath, date below. Featuring a magnificently 
sculpted portrait of the sitter and attractive mellowed gold tone, 
with minimal handling marks on the open expanses and slight 
waviness to the reverse. 


KINGDOM 


Vittorio Emanuele II 5 Lire 1865 N-BN MS63 NGC, Naples 
mint, KM8.2, Dav-140. A challenging find in Mint State, this 
purple-mauve example retains mint freshness despite the typical 
cabinet friction and rim contact. 


Umberto I copper-nickel Prova 20 Centesimi 1894-M MS61 
NGC, Milan mint, KM-Unl., Pag-131 (R4). A major rarity among 
the entirety of the Milanese Prova series, struck among the final 
years of production for this branch mint. The reverse design fea- 
tures a perched, majestic Italian eagle atop a globe, which is a truly 
beautiful scene. Currently the only example certified to date and 
one that is fully deserving of placement in an advanced cabinet.

Produced at the Milan workshop of 
Stefano Johnson, who proposed a new series of coinage for the 
Kingdom. A desirable rarity for the specialist. 


Vittorio Emanuele III gold “Fascist Anniversary” 100 Lire 
1923-R MS62 PCGS, Rome mint, K M65, Fr-30. Struck to mark 
the first anniversary of Fascist rule in Italy. The unusually evoca- 
tive, Matte finish may explains the popularity of this type, seen 
here with the typical wisps of handling that blend in to the satiny 
obverse, and a brighter spot on the reverse field, rather inconse- 
quential as a whole considering the near-Choice quality at hand. 


Vittorio Emanuele III gold 100 Lire Anno XIV (1936)- 
R MS64+ NGC, Rome mint, KM83, Fr035, Pag-650. 
Commemorating the Conquest of Ethiopia and the Expanding 
Italian Sphere of Influence. A perennially popular type from the 
final fascist gold issues of Italy, with a low mintage of only 812 
pieces. The present offering is a mere whisper short of Gem, and 
features boldly cartwheeling luster booming across the satiny 
open expanses. The previous example we handled, an MS64 NGC 
in our May 2022 Central States sale, fetched a handsome $9,000 
all in, and we expect this example gains keen bidding activity at 
the auction block, commensurate with the clearly superior grade.

Dated MS63 NGC, Johnson (Milan), Montenuovo-8. 30mm.

Wrapped in an earthen patina that has left the crev- 
ices bare, allowing for original argent glow to show through.

Struck to commemorate the inauguration of the Railroad from 
Mejia to Arequipa, which was authorized in 1864 and later com- 
missioned by Vice President Diez Canseco in 1868 at a cost of 
12 million Soles, this medal is very rare in gold with fewer than 
five confirmed examples. The transcription of the July 30, 1868, 
session of the Peruvian Congress mentions the proposed distribu- 
tion of 71 gold and 71 silver examples to its members, with two 
congressmen noting that this distribution was not possible until 
the subject matter was deemed “legal and convenient.” 


PHILIPPINES 


Spanish Colony. Isabel II Counterstamped 8 Reales ND (1834- 
1837) VF35 PCGS, KM109, Basso-43. Type VI countermark 
(XF Details) on Colombia 8 Reales 1835 BA-RS. A scarce host 
type for this countermarked issue, exhibiting even circulation 
wear and a patina that favors ocher on the obverse and peacock 
blue, lemon, and mauve on the reverse. 


Spanish Colony. Isabel Il Counterstamped 8 Reales ND 
(1834-1837) VF Details (Cleaned) NGC, KM128. Type VI 
Counterstamp (XF Standard) on Mexico “Hookneck” 8 Reales 
1823 Mo-JM (cf. KM-A376.2). A very popular host for this coun- 
terstamped issue, displaying interesting polychromatic retone in 
the crevices that accompanies a pervading lavender hue in the 
fields.

A conditionally scarce example in 
Mint State, and highly sought after in this lofty state of preserva- 
tion. Mild chatter across the fields and a few copper spots noted 
for completeness. Otherwise a wholly admirable representative 
for the type, blessed with a pleasing glimmer nestling in the 
legends. 


Spanish Colony. Isabel II gold 4 Pesos 1863 MS61 NGC, 
Manila mint, KM144, Cal-856. With the vast majority of the cer- 
tified population falling short of Mint State, this present offering 
is a welcome conditional outlier that exudes confident mint bril- 
liance in the protected areas and an olive undertone. 


USA Administration 50 Centavos 1918-S MS65 NGC, San 
Francisco mint, KM171, Allen-14.07. Scarcely seen in such bril- 
liant Uncirculated state, this inviting piece exhibits excellent 
cartwheel luster and near-pristine fields that are blessed by faint 
but heavenly rainbow toning. Tied with two others for the finest 
graded example at NGC. 


POLAND 


Danzig. Sigismund HI gold Ducat 1612 AU58 NGC, KMS.4, 
Fr-10. 3.47gm. A sought-after trade type that draws high premi- 
ums at any state of preservation. The piece on offer displays an 
exacting strike with mild rub at the highpoints and hints of bloom 
revealed during in-hand inspection. Sold with an old collector’s tag 
documenting a past purchase from Schlessinger, Berlin in 1930.

An exceedingly difficult variety 
to procure according to Kopicki’s rarity rating due to the flipped 
horse and eagle design on the reverse. Soft in a handful of areas 
but overall well-struck with some doubling visible, further articu- 
lated with earthen patination in the targets. Deserving of serious 
consideration by advanced collectors of Polish numismatics. 


Republic silver Pattern 5 Zlotych 1925-(w) AU Details 
(Cleaned) NGC, Warsaw mint, KM-Y17.3, Parchimowicz-139f. 
Mintage: 1,000. Variety with 81 pearls. Commemorating the 
adoption of the Constitution. An affordable offering of this scarce 
Pattern “Crown” issue, exhibiting signs of cleaning and a small 
patch of light scratches on the reverse above the mintmark. 


Republic 5 Zlotych 1932-(w) AU55 NGC, Warsaw mint, 
KM-Y18. The most challenging date in the series, this example 
offers disproportionate if still pleasing toning, including a subtle 
aquamarine blue that emerges from underneath the eagle wings 
and charcoal that holds sway over a portion of the peripheries. 
This is a difficult type to locate. 


PORTUGAL 


Joao II (1481-1495) gold 1/2 Justo (300 Reais) ND (1489- 
1495) MS62 PCGS, Lisbon mint, Gomes-24.06, Fr-18. Obverse: 
IOHAUES: I: I: R: P: ET: A: D: GVIAEE Crowned Coat of Arms 
flanked by annulets on each side. Reverse: IOHANES: IL: R - P: 
ET: A: D: GVINE Hand holding a sword within a quadrilobe. 
An extremely rare coin from the reign of Joao II. An attrac- 
tively styled piece with a lovely mellowed gold tone, slight 
waviness to the fields, and fully legible legends. 


Jodo II is sometimes referred to by his nickname “the Perfect 
Prince” for his politics and leadership resembling that of later 
depicted in Machiavelli's famous book. During his reign, Portugal 
experienced a period of significant exploration and expansion 
overseas. Explorers such as Bartolomeu Dias and Vasco da Gama 
made important voyages that would eventually lead to the discov- 
ery of the sea route to India. His support for maritime exploration 
and administrative reforms contributed to Portugal’s status as a 
leading maritime power during the 15th and 16th centuries.

Strong detailing solidifies this 
example in the cusp of the certified population, making it a good 
candidate for discerning collectors. 


Joao V gold 4 Escudos (Pega) 1744 MS64+ NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM221.9, Gomes-126.23, JS-J5.64. One of a very small quantity 
of this type-date to have come to auction in the last decades, and 
just the third that we have ever offered. The reverse appears 
virtually free of blemish to fields entirely consumed of blazing 
luster, and admits only localized softness to the Coat of Arms. 
The obverse is practically of equally impressive quality, bestowed 
with enviable sharpness of strike and only few stray marks inter- 
rupting the fields. Undoubtedly worthy of advanced consideration 
by the informed bidders.

(1884) XF Details (Obv Scratched) NGC, KM-8.2. Host: Spain 
2 Reales 1771S (cf. KM388.2, Cal-780). Counterstamp: Fleur-de- 
lis. A rare case in numismatics with a collecting area still in its 
infancy, due in part to the scarcity of known issues. While Puerto 
Rican counterstamps are moderately available on United States 
emissions, they are rarely seen on Spanish coins, as is the case 
here. The quality here is better than usual too, with full details 
still visible on the host and a centered, fully struck counterstamp.

1641. A very sparsely occurring visitor in auctions, and based 
on a quick browse, none could be located finer than this Choice 
“top-pop” representative. A quietly shimmering piece with russet 
silhouette toning to the softly struck motifs.

Carol I lead Specimen Pattern Leu 1910 SP63 PCGS, 
KM-Pn163, Stamb-68-1.1. A representative that admits few flaws 
even to the scrupulous eye and demands the attention of the 
Romanian specialist, whose general paucity at auction in lead is a 
testament to the coin’s overall rarity.

Struck to commemorate Carol’s 40th 
anniversary of reign. Excited luster circumnavigates the flan, 
enlivening the precise execution of the devices. An affordable 
opportunity, as this type experiences a steep decline after MS64 
in the certified census.

40th Anniversary of Reign issue. Mild wisps on the fields and a 
copper spot on the on the reverse, nevertheless an appreciable and 
confidently lustrous representative. 


Carol I gilt bronze Specimen Pattern 20 Lei 1906 SP61 PCGS, 
cf. KM-Pn126 (there in gilt white metal), Stamb-1.5. An elusive 
Pattern from this surprisingly large series struck in other medals 
confidently Mint State with the typical grade-defining instances 
of handling and lightly subdued gilt appearances. 


Carol I gold 20 Lei 1906-(b) MS61 NGC, Bucharest mint, 
KM37, Fr-5. Mintage: 15,000. Struck to commemorate Carol’s 
40th anniversary of reign. A popular gold type showcasing active 
luster across the straw-gold flan, capped by grade-defining 
chatter. 


Carol I silver Specimen Pattern 25 Lei 1906 SP65 PCGS, 
KM-Pn138 (this coin), Stamb-63-1.4. Immensely important to the 
Romanian specialist and certainly identified as such by Krause’s 
inclusion of this very coin as their plate. Every feature rises in 
clean contrast against its surrounding elements, most notably the 
reverse, whose spreadwing golden eagle is especially attractive 
and sharp. Only once before have we offered this as a Pattern, 
in 2014 and struck in tin, making this an especially celebrated 
instance.

A sought-after commemorative struck in celebration 
of Carol’s 40th anniversary of reign, displaying appreciable detail 
for the grade but unfortunately capped by moderate surface fric- 
tion.

A covetable 
Mint State example of this popular, low-mintage commemorative 
exhibiting untoned and unbroken mint brilliance that pairs well 
with a hint of reflectivity.

Carol II gilt-copper Pattern Medallic “10th Anniversary of 
Reign” 100 Lei (12 Ducat) 1940 MS63 NGC, Bucharest mint, 
KM-X Unl., Stamb-182-1.2. Medal Alignment. By E.W. Becker. 
A scarce gilt-copper pattern striking of the large-size gold type of 
the same design. A light layer of frost and beautifully expressive 
designs make this a highly appealing offering.

A scintillating Choice Mint State 
stunner featuring heavenly snow-white luster and laudably bold 
detail.

William & Mary 40 Shillings 1692 AU50 PCGS, Edinburgh 
mint, KM125, S-5651. A difficult and in-demand type, highly 
coveted in high-grade. This is the nicest example we’ve ever 
offered for sale and we anticipate bidder enthusiasm commensu- 
rate with that knowledge. 


William & Mary 60 Shillings 1692 XF40 NGC, Edinburgh 
mint, KM-134, S-5642. A popular Scottish Crown-type from this 
famed monarchical husband and wife duo that is scarce both in 
terms of overall and conditional rarity. Seldom-offered in Extra 
Fine, this issue becomes rare any finer. This current specimen is 
a perfect mid-grade representative; displaying even pewter patina, 
bold detail despite gentle wear, and no distracting marks. 


Buteshire - Rothesay. Rothsay Mills Counterstamped 
American Large Cent “1798” (c. 1811) VG Details 
(Environmental Damage) PCGS, Scott-60.1A, Davis-65. 
Displaying a round PAYABALE AT ROTHSAY MILLS coun- 
terstamp on the obverse of a U.S. 1798 Draped Bust Large Cent. 
Incorrectly attributed by PCGS as a 5 Shillings denomination 
but, besides not being stamped on a silver coin, the center area 
of the ring countermark shows no sign of denomination. The

Although this coin shows evidence of a short stint in circulation, 
the luster pops and the fields have retained significant flash.

AU58 NGC, KM-Tn5, Hern-GT1. A lightly-handled example of 
this captivating issue. The open fields showcase ample pond-like 
reflectivity and gun-metal patination. 


Griquatown. Victoria copper Proof Pattern Penny ND (1890) 
PR64 Red Brown NGC, KM-X9 (previously KM-Pn6), Hern- 
GT21. A stellar example of this intriguing type, exhibiting watery 
fields that are booming with rosewood and strawberry mint 
bloom. 


Republic Proof 2 Shillings 1892 PR64 NGC, Pretoria mint, 
KM6 (50-60 pieces), Hern-Z23 (50 pieces). A very elusive Proof 
issue we only offer every few years on average, which is wholly 
unsurprising given the meager mintage figures. The glossy luster 
is practically bursting off the flan and the patina has aged to a 
lovely uniform platinum-tinged silver coloration.

An 
intriguing issue attributed to Yugoslavia featuring a small but 
precise sword counterstamp at the lower left tip of Franz Joseph’s 
bust on a 1915 Austrian 4 Ducat restrike. An in-demand Slavic 
curiosity, especially with Prooflike surfaces accompanying the 
Choice Mint State evaluation. Includes an old collector’s ticket.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, Bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a Cut Bid only once per lot. 
After offering a Cut Bid, Bidder may continue to bid on lot only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be 
accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature* Auctions. Bids solicited by Auctioneer at other than the expected 
increment will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN “Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN

Commissions on such lot. Auctioneer or its affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any such bids at any 
time prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its affiliates. 

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, the 
earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an Auction, 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 
Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through 
the Internet or otherwise. Regardless of placed bids, Auctioneer reserves the right to withdraw any lot, or any 
part of a lot, from Auction at any time prior to the opening of any such lot by the auctioneer (crier), or in the 


case of Internet-only auctions when the bid opens for either live Internet bidding or the beginning of any 
extended period. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole discretion. 
A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible person, a person 
under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, references, or otherwise. Regardless of the 
disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made 
in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or very 
nominal advances. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low estimate). 
In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold or the Auctioneer 
may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason and 
in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer periodically 
schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which Bidders cannot participate or 
place bids.

Such lots shall be 
considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales including but 
not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

24. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if 
a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit may receive immediate credit 
for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks, All others will be subject to a hold of 5 business days, 
or more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional 
information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com 
website. Payment via credit card (Visa, Mastercard, and Discover) will be accepted upon 
prior approval by Auctioneer.

Auctioneer reserves 
the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after Auction close. In cases of 
nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay 
Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any other damages pertaining to the lot or 
Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the amount 
of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the 
Bidder or secure its claim against any of the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer. 

26. Purchased lots may be subject to taxes or fees imposed by various foreign taxing agencies. Buyer is responsible 
for paying all foreign imposed taxes whether VAT, GST, etc. prior to delivery unless other arrangements are 
made in writing. Lots delivered to Buyer, or Buyer’s representative are subject to all applicable state and local 
taxes, unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Should state sales tax become applicable in the 
state for delivery prior to delivery of the property on the invoice, Buyer agrees to pay all applicable state sales 
tax as required by the delivery state as of the shipping date. Buyer agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. 
The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or 
tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after Auction can a 
refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

27. Inthe event that Buyer’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Buyer shall pay the maximum statutory 
processing fee set by applicable state law. If Buyer attempts to pay via eCheck and Buyer’s financial institution 
denies this bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the selected funding source, Buyer agrees 
to complete payment using your credit card on file (subject to the surcharge detailed in paragraph 24). 

28. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an 
attorney for collection, Buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by 
Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the 
matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

29. In the event Buyer fails to pay any amounts due, Buyer authorizes Auctioneer to charge the Buyer’s credit card 
on file with Auctioneer in the amount required to pay the invoice in full or sell the lot(s) securing the invoice 
to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or public sale, or relist 
the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable 
costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The 
defaulting Buyer is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any 
applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price 
of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

30. Title shall not pass to Buyer until all invoices are paid in full. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the 
merchandise purchased by Buyer to secure payment of any and all outstanding Auction invoices. Auctioneer 
is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of Buyer then held by 
Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other amounts due Auctioneer or 
affiliates from Buyer. With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor 
under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale

31. Buyer is liable for all shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneer’s 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Merchandise will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping 
fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping costs. Buyer 


agrees that Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to 

the credit card on file with Auctioneer (subject to the surcharge detailed in paragraph 24). 

32. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified customs 
declarations, to Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. NOTE: Declaration value 
shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyer's premium and Auctioneer shall use the correct 
harmonized code for the lot. 

33. On all shipments in which Auctioneer charges the Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee infra, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Auctioneer until the common carrier’s confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneer’s file, this is the “Secure Location”. A common carrier’s confirmation is 
conclusive to prove delivery to Buyer; if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package 
is considered delivered without Signature. Auctioneer shall arrange, select, and engage common carriers an 
other transportation vendors on your behalf. Transit services are subject to the following terms an 
conditions: 
a. Scope of Transit Services: Merchandise for transit will be insured under one or more insurance policies 

issued by an authorized broker to Auctioneer. The merchandise will be insured for the invoice price of the 
properties (hammer price plus Buyer’s Premium) (“Insured Value”). For each shipment, Buyer will 
provide a Secure Location to which the items will be delivered. NOTICE: Auctioneer is neither an 
insurance company nor a common carrier of any type. 

b. Auctioneer’s Compensation for Transit Services: Auctioneer will provide transit services to Buyer for % 
of 1% of the Insured Value, plus packaging and handling fees and fees for the common carrier (collectively, 
“Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). Buyer agrees to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee an 
comply with all terms of payment as set forth herein. 

c. Auctioneer’s Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: Buyer understands and agrees that Auctioneer’s 
liability for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure 
Location, and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery. Any claim that property has sustained loss or 
damage during transit must be reported to Auctioneer within seventy-two (72) hours of the delivery date. 
Any recovery for loss of or damage to any merchandise is limited to the lesser of actual cash value of the 
merchandise or the Insured Value. Under no circumstances is Auctioneer liable for consequential or 
punitive damages. 

34. It shall be the responsibility for Buyer to arrange pick-up or shipping in a timely manner (within 10 days). 
Merchandise will be subject to storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily 
storage for larger items and $5 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the 
merchandise is not removed within ninety days, the merchandise may be offered for sale to recover any past 
due storage or moving fees, including a 20% Seller's Commission. 

35. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 

Flora (CITES) in various countries and domestically. Plant and animal properties include (but are not limited 

to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, crocodile, alligator, 

lizard, or other wildlife. These items may not be available to ship internationally or, in some cases, 
domestically. Domestic bans and restrictions exist in these states: 1) California state law prohibits the 
importation of any product containing Python skin into the State of California, thus no lot containing Python 
skin will be shipped to or invoiced to a person or company in California. 2) Fossil Ivory is currently banned 
or restricted in 5 U.S. states: New York, New Jersey, California, Hawaii, and New Mexico. By placing a bid, the

Any description of 
merchandise or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying merchandise for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view merchandise prior to bidding, and no description of 
merchandise has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that 
merchandise would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any 
electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot.

40. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection with 
the sale of any merchandise by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms 
and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

41. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its 
officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein, and are the exclusive remedy. 
Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive any claim against 
Auctioneer. 

43. Notice: Some merchandise sold by Auctioneer is inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. Buyer 
accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any liability 
whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any 
warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 


Dispute Resolution, Arbitration, and Remedies: 
By placing a bid or otherwise participating in Auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of Auction, 
and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. 

44. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating to, 
and/or arising out of Bidder’s participation in Auction or purchase of any lot, any interpretation of the Terms 
and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description of any lot or condition report, any damage 
to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term of sale or condition report or description, and/or any 
purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation, or any 
claim made by Bidder of a lot or Bidder’s participation in Auction involving the auction or a specific lot 
involving a warranty or representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer {which 
claim Bidder consents to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the 
claimant (or respondent) and Auctioneer each consent to the Claim being presented in a confidential binding 
arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the rules of, the American 
Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, Texas. The arbitrator's award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. In the event that any Claim needs to be litigated, including 
actions to compel arbitration, construe the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration, or otherwise, such 
litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the 
corresponding appellate courts. If a Claim involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the 
Claim is in the State District Courts of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and 
in personam jurisdiction; further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A 
consumer may elect arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or 
related items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 

45. Choice of Law: Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. For auctions 
conducted by Heritage Auctions (HK) Limited, any Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and 
construed under Hong Kong law. 

46. Fees and Costs: The prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage 
claim based on damages sought versus awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought 
versus awarded) may be awarded reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

47. Remedies: Any Claim must be brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation 
or the Claim is waived. After one (1) year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s maximum liability shall be limited to any 
commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for 
consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed 
to be arising from the auction of any lot. Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. In 
the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other 
transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and 
refund of the amount paid by Buyer; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on 
that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. In the event of an attribution error, 
Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, refund 
Buyer’s purchase price without further obligation. Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of 
return or conditions and restrictions for return. 

48. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery process. 
Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any claim shall utilize 
such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in these Terms and Conditions 
agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which 
bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 

Miscellaneous: 

49. Agreements between Bidders and consignors to effectuate a non-sale of an item at Auction, inhibit bidding 
on a consigned item to enter into a private sale agreement for said item, or to utilize Auctioneer’s Auction to

50. Acceptance of these Terms and Conditions qualifies Bidder as a client who has consented to be contacted by 

Heritage in the future. In conformity with “do-not-call” regulations promulgated by the Federal or State 

regulatory agencies, participation by Bidder is affirmative consent to being contacted at the phone number 

shown in his application and this consent shall remain in effect until it is revoked in writing. Heritage may 
from time to time contact Bidder concerning sale, purchase, and auction opportunities available through 

Heritage and its affiliates and subsidiaries. 

51. Rules of Construction: Auctioneer presents properties in a number of collectible fields, and as such, specific 

venues have promulgated supplemental Terms and Conditions. Nothing herein shall be construed to waive 

the general Terms and Conditions of Auction by these additional rules and shall be construed to give force 
and effect to the rules in their entirety. 

State Notices: 

Notice as to an Auction in California. Auctioneer has in compliance with Title 2.95 of the California Civil Code as 

amended October 11, 1993 Sec. 1812.600, posted with the California Secretary of State its bonds for it and its 

employees, and the auction is being conducted in compliance with Sec. 2338 of the Commercial Code and Sec. 

535 of the Penal Code.
